Yer, whilft I am juitifying my Integrity ro- 
wards my Great Maſter, my Sadneſs returns 
again, and tells me, That without Doubt, 
Þ have ſome Ways oftended- God and his Pro- 
pher, who, for that Reaſon, ſuffer the En- 
vious to perlecute me ; and drive me into a- 
more intimate and familiar Converſe with 

my ſelf, that ſo by making a frequent Scru- 

tiny after the Cauſe of my Outward Misfor- 

tunes, I may diſcover the Secret Crimes, 

which I may have committed againſt Heaven, 

and which lie hid under my Inadvertence 

and Oblivion.

T H E Troubles of this Kingdom, which a 
while ago ſeem'd to be compos'd, are 
now again broke out afreſſi. The Private 
Grudges of Some, and the Ambirion of others 
of the Nobility, have once more put all in 
Arms. This Ciry is Block'd up by the:Prince of 
Cende's.

Several Princes and 
Grandces, are come over to the Citizens, ha- 
ving deſerted the Court ; among whom, 1s the 
Prince of Conti, Brother ro- the Prince of 
Conde, Yer the Parifians are diſtruſtful of 
him, and have Confin'd his Siſter, as a Ho» 
ſtage for his Fideliry ; not knowing, that his 
Deſerrion is Real , being occafion'd by ſome 
Quatrrel beewecn him and his Elder Bro- 
ther. 

'Tis faid, That Cardinal Mazarini has 
taken a Reſolution ro depart the Kingdom, 
that ſo he may avoidthe "Tempeſt rhar threat- 
tens him from all Hands. 

The Quezn has fenr Orders to the Colo- 
nz(s, that ferye under Mareſchal Turenne in: 
Germany, commanding them to abandon 
that Gzneral, who, they fay, has declared for 
the Parliament, and ſent to offer them his 
Service. 

On the other Side, the Citizens endeavour 
to ſtrengthen their Party, by ſending to all 
the Parliaments of France, to dchre their 
Conjunction, jn eſponſing the Quyarrel of this 
of Pars.

The Surprize I am in at this Unfortu- 
nate Accident, puts me upon a Thouſand 
Thoughts. I know nor what Courſe ro take 
for my own ſafety. I Eliathim's Papers 
fhould be ſcarch'd., Mahmut mult be diſco- 
verd ; and then,if I tarry in the City, I can- 
not eſcapea Priſon : For,tho'at this JunQure, 
ene would think this Place, a ſufficient Pro- 
rection from the Court ; yet the Hatred they 
bear to the True Believers, and the Diſco- 
very of ſo Important a Commiſſion as mine 
would ſuperſede their Inteftine Animoſiries. 
I ſhould Infallibly be either deliver'd up to 
the Corrt, or ſent to the Baſiz/e. If T go out 
of the City, my Danger is yer greater; all 
the Paſſes of the Country, being narrowly 
watch'd, and ftrongly guarded by rhe King's 
Soldiers. This made me ar firſt, reſolve to 
deferr the Concluſion of this Leiter to ano- 
ther Time, whilſt T provided for my own 
Satety ; as thinking it impoſlible, to convey 
any Intelligence our of France undiſcover'd.

I have written alſo ro Nathan Ben S$4dd:s 
at Vienna, to prevent any Diſpatches from 
kim, till farther Order. Both theſe Letrers I 
venture in the Hands of a faithful Meſſenger, 
who has cauſed them to be ſew'd up in the 
Heels of his Shoes, to prevent Diſcoyery. 
He travels under the Protection of the Cou- 
rier. 

T have not a Minute left to ſay more, than 
thar I am ar this Inſtant parting from my 
Lodging ; my Books and other Things being 
packt up, and Porters ready to carry 'em a- 
way. If I getſafe outof the Houſe, I muff 
change my Habir and Name ; and ſo lay. the 
Foundation of a New Concealment, rill the 
Tae of this Adventure, ſhall dire&t me what 
to do. 

Adieu, Illuftrious Kaimacham, and expet 
to hear more in my Next ; or, let my Silence 
convince thee, that Mahmuzt is"no longer at

made a Prifoner. I was in a greater Hurry 
at thar Time, than the Ninth: Sphere. All 
my Motions were ſwift. I went Backward 
and Forward, like the Planets : but had no 
Leiſure ro ſtand ſtill, as they do ſomerimes.. 
In a Word, I have run over the whole Xod:-- 
ack of Policy, to ſeek fora New Houſe ; that: 
wherein I Lodg'd, being like ro prove too: 
hot for me. Ar Length I have found one, 
werein I hope ro meer. with no Malevolent* 
AſpeFs, but to remain, as before, ina Friend-- 
ly Conjun@ion with the Moon ; behind whoſe- 
Splendors, I may lie cover'd, fromthe Inqui-- 
fitions of peering Mortals. 

To ſpeak more intelligibly, I am for” the: 
preſent, remoy'd ro other Lodgings- in this+ 
City, the berter to ſhelter.my ſelf: from the - 
Storm which ſeems to hang over nry. yr 
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fince E!rachim was ſeiz'd. Yeſterday,T wrote 
ro the Kaimacham, and ro Nathan Ben Sadai, 
to give them an Account of this Accident. | 
This goes along with the ſame Meſſenger ; 
for, I durſt not confide in the Poſts, during 
the Preſent Diſorders of this Kingdom. 

T recciv'd a Letter from rthee,wherein thou 
informelt me, of an Attempr thar has been 
hrely made, to rob the Treaſury of Venice: 
Which, according to thy Deſcription is ve- 
ry Rich and Magnificent ; not to be match'd 
in Europ:. Perhaps, if thou had ſeen the 
Wealth rhar is preſerv'd in the Church of St. 
Denis, a City not far from Pars, thou 
wouldit be of another Mind. Bur neither of 
us can make proper Compariſons, having nor 
ſeen both Places. The French extol the Lat- 
ter, and ſay, it far exceeds that of Venice. 
Bur, they may ſpeak Partially ; it being the 
Humour of all People, to magnify the Gran- 
deur of their own Nation : And, the French 
come nor fhort of the Reſt of the World in 
Vain-Glory. However it be, it was a vaſt 
Arrempr, and full of Infinite Difficulties and 
Perils, ro Rob the Vaults of a Church, in the 
Haart of that Grear and Populous City, 
where all the Riches of the Seigniory were 
Repoſited. Ir is an Argument of the Great- 
neſs of their- Souls, who durk undertake {o 
hazardous an Enterprize.

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Ground, to enter thoſe Golden Cells ; from 
whence he carried away, to the Value of 
Twenty Hundred :Thonſand Jechins in Jew- 
els. But, making one of his Countrymen 
acquainted with it, the Villain betray'd him 
ro the Doge, who cauſed him ro be Hang'd. 
Thar Commonwealth, has been all along ve- 
ry Happy in Diſcovery of Plots, and other 
Miſchiefs intended againſt Her. I know nor 
whether thou haſt heard, of the Famous C on- 
ſpiracy of Tiepoli 3 who nor content with the 
Life and Eftate of a Private Gentleman , 
ſoughr to render himſelf Sovereign of Venice. 
And, to this End, infinuated into the. Aﬀe- 
cions of many Thouſands of the Cirizens ; 
whom he kepr in conſtant Penſion for above 
Nine Years together, under the Notion of af- 
ſifting him, to revenge certain Injuries he had 
receiv'd from a Roman Gentleman. They 
were all to run with their Arms into the 
Streers,when they ſhould hear the Name Tie- 
 poaliutterdaloud, and often 'repeated. _ 
-. But, when the Day was come, whereon 
he was to put his Deſigns in Execution, and 
the Alarm was given in the Streets, an Old 
Woman made ſuch Haſte ro look our ar her 
Chamber-Window, to ſee what was the Oc- 
cafion of the Tumulr, that fhe threw down 
an Earthen Veſſel ; which falling directly on 
the Head cf Tiepoli, Kill'd him, and fo put 
an End to the. Rebellion. For which happy 
Accident, the Senate ſerled a Yearly Penton 
of a Thoufand Jechins, on the Old Woman 
during her Life; and the ſame to be paid 
ro 
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to her Heirs and Poſteriry for ever.

| They ſay alſo,” Thar rhe Firſt Goat that fell 
by the Hands of Men, was killed in Revenge 
for the Injuries it had done the Owner of a 
Vineyard, in browſing on his Vines ; ſnckr 
an Impious Deed, having never been heard of 
before. 

This is certain, That the Egypt:ans, the: 
Wiſeft and moſt Ancient People in the World, 
having receiv'd from the Firi Inhabitants of 
rhe Earth a Tradition, forbidding Men To

L er Force ro this Primitive Law of Nature, 
they Form'd the Images of their Gods, in the

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Similitude of Beaſts: Thar fo the Vulgar,

among them was eſteemed Adorable. 

Yer, leſt any in his Life-Time, ſhould by 
Accident, or otherwiſe, have tranſgreſs'd the 
Law 
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Law of Abſtinence, they uſed a kind of Ex- 
priation for the Dead, after this Manner. The 
Prieſts took the Bowels our of the Belly of 
rhe Deceaſed, and putting them in an Earthen 
Veſſel, they held it rowards the Sun; and 
calling Witneſſes, they made the following 
Speech, in Behalf of the Dead: © O thou 
** Sun, whole Empire is Univerſal, and all ye 
*+* Other Powers, who give Life to Men, re- 
** celve me into the Sociery of the Immortal 
* Gods. For, ſolong asI lived in this World, 
4 I Religiouſly perſevered in the Worſhip of 
* thole Deities, which were made known to 
* me by my Anceſtors. ITalways Honour'd my 
* Parents, who begat my Body. I never Kd 
* any Man or Beaſt, nor have been Guilty 
* of any Black Crime. Bur, if whilſt Tliv'd 
* I have treſpaſs'd, in Taſting any of thoſe 
* Things which are Forbidden ; it was notmy 
*© Sin, butthe Fault of theſe Entrals, which 
* are here ſeparated from the reſt of my Body. 
And having faid this, they caſt the Veſſel 
into the River, on the Banks of which, the 
Ceremony was perform'd ; Embalming the 
_ of the Body, as Pure and free from 
in. - 
Afrer the ſame Manner, the Perſian Mag, 
or Wiſe Men, praQtifed Abſtinence. And, 
ro imprint in their Dz/c:ples, a Tendernefs 
and Friendſhip roward the Beaſts, they cal> 
led them, according to their different Stat 
ons, either Lyons, Hyzna's, Crows, Eagles, 
Hawks, &c. And, their Garments were Pain- 
ed all over, with the Various. Figures of 
. Animals ; 
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Animals ; thereby infinuating, . the DoQrize 
of the Soul's Tranſmicraticn ; and inculcating 
this Myſtery, That the Spirit of Man, enters 
ſucceſſively into all Sorts of Bodies: Which, 

thou knoweſt, is not remote from the Fazt/ 
of True Believers, 

It would not be amiſs, as a Teſtimony of 
the Practice of the Anc:c/ts, ro inſert a Memo- 
rable Addreſs, which the R:formed Prieſts of 
Crete, were wont to make before rhe A/tar of 
Tupiter. © O Divine Governour of the Hun- 
« dred Cities, we have led a Holy Life, from 
«< the Time that we were Initiated in thy 
« Myſteries, and forſook the No&urnal Rites, 
** and Bloody Feaſts of Bacchus: We are now 
* Purified, and Cloth our ſelves in H/h:te 
« Veſtments, the Emblems of our: Innocence : 
* We ſhun rhe Society of Pollured Morrtals ; 
** neither approach we to the Sepulchres 
* of the Dead, nor Taſte of the Fleſh of 
** any Thing, Which has been endued with 
* Life. 

Such alſo was of Old, and to this Day. is, 
the Ab/tinence of the Indians; among whom 
the Brachmans perform the Office of Prieſt- 
hoed. Theſe, the Ancient Grecians called 
Gymneſophiſts. They are all of one Race, 
neither will they admir a Stranger into their 
Order. They live for the moſt Parr near to 
Ganges, or ſome other River, for the 
Sake of their frequent Purifications. Their 
Diet conſiſts, of Milk Curdl1'd with ſowre 
Herbs. They feed alſo on Apples, Rice, and 
other Fruits of the Earth ; eſtceming it the 

Heighr 
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Height of Impiery, to raſte of any Thing 
that has Life, They live in little Hurts or 
Corrages,every one by himſelf avoiding Com- 
pany and Diſcourſe; employing all their 
Time in Contemplation, and the Service of 
the Temple. They efteem this Life, bur a 
Neceſſary Diſpenſation of Nature, which they 
Voluntarily undergo as a Penance; ardently 
thiriting, after the Diffolution of rheir Bo- 
dies ;- and firmly believing, Thar the Soul by 
Death, 1s releaſed from its Priſon, and laun- 
ches forth intro Immenſe Liberty and Hap- 
pineſs. Therefore they are always chearfully 
diſpoſed ro Die, bewailing thoſe that are A- 
live, and Celebrating the Funerals of the 
Dead, with joyful Solemniries and Triumphs. 
Among their Good Works, 1t 1s Gi an 
Act of grear Reputation and Vertue, to build 
Hoſpitals for Beaſts as well as Men : And, in 
every City, there are great Numbers of ſuch, 
as ſpend all their Life, in tending on Sick and 
Wounded Animals, or fuch as have no Suſte- . 
nance elſewhere. And, this is no Novel Inſti- 
tution, but deliver'd down to them by Tradi- 
tion, from Immemorable Ages. 

The Precepts alſo of Triptolemus and Draco, 
the moſt Ancient Lawgzvers of the Atheni- 
ans, are a Teſtimony of the Innocence and 
Sinceriry of the Firſt Age : For, they compre- 
hended all the whole Sytem of Piety and Ver- 
tne, in Practifing theſe few Rules : 

*Let it be an Eternal Sanction to the 4- 
© thenians, To Adore the Immortal Gods : 


«To Reverence the Departed Heroes ; to 
< Celebrate 
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<« Celebrate their Praiſes with Songs, and the 
&« Firſt-Fruits of the Earth; To Honour 
<« their Parents; and neither to Kz!! Man or 
« Beaſt. 

I could relate to, thee, Examples of Abſti- 
ence in the Ancient Lacedemonians, Spar- 
tans, Fews, and almoſt all Nations of the 
Eaſt : Nor are there wanting ſome Teſtimo- 
nies of it, in theſe W:fern Parts. This King- 
dom of France, was in O/d Times Inftructed 
by a Kind of Prophets or Philoſophers, whom 
they c2!Il'd Druids; who took up their Uſual 
Reſidence under Oaks. Theſe taught, the 
Tranſmizration of Souls ; and therefore, pre- 
{crib'd Abſtinence from Fleſh ; and ſhew'd to 
Men, the Method of Worſhipping God with 
the Firſt=Fruits of the Earth. From hence 
they ſail'd over into Britain, and -planted 
themſelves in that Iſland, propagating the 
{ame Dorines ; and were reverenc'd by the 
People, as Sacred Oracles. 

By all which it is Evident, That the render 
Regard which the True Faithful have for the 
Brutes, is no Innovation, or ſingular Caprice 
of Superſtition, but the Primitive Praftice of 
the Ancients, the Univerſal Tradition of the 
Whole Earth. Nay, the Eaſtern Chriſtians, 
for the moſt Parr, live an Abſtemious Life ; 
fuch as rhe Grecians, Armenians, Georgians, 
Mingrelians, and orhers that are ſcatter'd u 
and down in divers Parts of Afia. Thef: 
following the Examples and Traditions of 
the Apoſiles and Primitive Fathers of their 
Churches, either taſte nor art all, or yery ' = 
rie&y, 
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ringly, the Fleſh of Beaſts, Birds and Fiſhes. 
Bur, the Nazarenes of the Weft, boaſt of I 
know not what Liberty they have, to Ear, 
withour Scruple, of all Things; having the 
Diſpenſation of the Roman Mufti, whom 
they call the Vicar of God. Hence it is, that 
theſe Religious Libertines, are not afraid to 
gorge themſelves, even with the Blood of 
Slaughter'd Beaſts, which their own Law 
forbids 'em to taſte. And they prop them- 
ſelves up in their Impiety, by ſaying, Thar 
the Pope has Power, to Change the Traditi- 
ens and Ordinances of the Apoſtles, and even 
of Feſus the Meſſiah himſelf. Hence pro- 
ceeds their Derifion of thoſe, who ſhew any 
Tenderneſs to the Brutes ; for, they are 
harden'd in their Glutronous Cruelty, and 
are bur one Remove, from the moſt Salvage 
Cannibals. 

Bur thou, Holy Man of God, pity theſe 
Infidels, and pray that Mahmut, may be a 
fincere Diſciple of thy Purity.

The Occafion of his Confinemenr, 
were certain Words he ſpoke againſt rhe Pro- 
ceedings of Cardinal Mazarint and the Court, 
in Company of ſuch as were Officious ro ob- 
lige that Miniſter. This was done at St. 
Denis, not far from Pars; where they im- 
mediarely cauſed him to be taken into Cufſto- 
dy by the King's Guards, who quarter'd in 
that Town. Ir has coſt him a conſiderable 
Sum of Mony, to purchaſe his Liberty ; which 
he now enjoys, as before. I had other 
Thoughts, when I firſt heard the News of 
his being ſeized ; and that it was, for ſome 
Seditious Expreflions : For then I call'd ro 
Mind, how he had Atﬀed laſt Year by my 
Order, during the Tumults of Pars ; and 
concluded, That ſome Unlucky Accident had 
now betray'd him.

I thought no 
Caution roo much, to preſerve the Afﬀairs of 
my Commiſſion Indemnified ; and, thar ir 
were better to offend, in being- too Wary, 
than too Secure, If F have taken wrong 
Meaſures 
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Meaſures in thus abſconding, 'tis for want of 
fuller Inſtruction from my Superiors. I wiſh 
they - would - honour me with ' Parricular 
Rules, in Caſe of ſuch Emergences : Then - 
I ſhould ſteer my Courſe, without running 
the Hazard of Rocks and Sands.I have often . 
defir'd to know, whether, if I were diſco- 
ver'd, I ſhould, own my ſelfan Agent for the 
Grand Signior.. But none of the Miniſtert 
have vouchſafed to dire&t me in this Point : 
Whereby, I may commit an irreparable Mi- 
ſtake, if fuch a Thing ſhould happen. 
Adonas the Few, informs me of an Ar- 
tempt lately made to rob the Treaſury of Ve- 
nice; which, according to his Deſcription, is 
very.Rich and Magnificent. - He ſays, there 
are Twelve Crownsrof pure Gold, and an e- 
qual Number of Breaſt-plates of the ſame 
Metal, {er with all ſorts of precious Stones 
of Ineſtimable Value : A Hundred Veſſels of 
Agar : Threeſcore Services for the Altar, 
all of pure Gold, enrich'd. wich Diamonds, 
Sapphires,Emralds,and other Stones of Price. 
There is alſo an” VUnicorn's Horn, above the 
Purchaſe of Money. There are Fourteen 
Unpoliſh'd Pearls, as large as a Man's Fit. 

Cap, is valued at a Hundred 
Thouſand Zechins : With many other Rare- 
ties, and Coitly Ornaments, roo tedious to be 
inſerted -in a Letrer. Po 
Certainly, ſo much Wealth, was never de- 
ſtin'd to fall into the Hands of Little Private 
Thieves : It is a Booty, fit for Kings and 
great Generals, the Licens'd Bandit: of rhe 
C Earth, 
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Farth.”/ So many Glittering- Jewels,” -would 
renjpr the Honeſty - of an Angel - And; he 
would' be glad -to adorn the- Apartments of 
his Heaven, with theſe Radiant Drops of the 
Sun which he ſees on Earth. 

T have mer with ſome pretty Relations of 
the Boldneſs of Robbers, bur none rhar ever 
meorch'd the Bravery of thisEnterprize;which 
was'no- leſs, than ro 'Rob one of the mot 
Potent-Srates ini the Work, of her Chiefeſt 
TFreafvre.

Thoughts, the 'Gaod Man Compliments me; 
and-proclaims'his berrer Fotrune:Invires me to 
fir 'down with his Friends,and” partake of the 
Gifts of Ceres and Bacchw. This thou know- 
eſt, is the Cuſtom of the whole Earth, art the 
Birth of Mortals. They make merry over one, 
that is born to the ſame Miſeries as themſelves; 
who, | the firſt Moment the draws the Breath 
of Life, is'enrolled in” the Regifter of Death; 
and from the JYomb, makes fwift and direct 
Advances to the Grave. Wt 

However, I fat -down with the .Reſt, to 

hy comply 
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comply with the exhilarated Humour of my 
Hoft. Tear, I drank,and feem'd Merry with 
the Company. Yet, at rhe ſame Time, I 
could nor bur nauſeare my Entertainment, and 
diſdain the extravagant Profuſion of Spirit, 
which appear'd in every one of this vain Af- 
ſembly. They all ralk'd eagerly ; and, one 
Man's Words, drown'd thoſe of another : 
Whilit an Univerſal Laughter, confounded 
the Senſe of all. Then I prais'd in my felt, 
the Modeſty and Order obſerv'd in ourE1ſtern 
Banquets and Feaſts, where no uncomely 
Geſtures or Actions, elcape the welEnarur'd 
Guelts; no loud talking or braying like Afles, 
bur every one ſtrives to ſuppreſs the Motions 
and Appearances of a roo md and indul- 
gent Mirth, and contain themſelves within 
the Bounds of a decent and civil Reſerve. 
Such were'the Feaſts in{titared by Lycurgus, 
among the Ancient Lacedemonians ; where, 
ſ{uch as were Friends and Acquaintance, mer 
rogether and refreſh'd themſelves, withour 
Riot and Luxury. They convers d together 
interchangeably, after the Manner of Ph11oſc- 


_ or Men of the Law : Diſcourſing ſo- 


erly either of Natural Things, or Civil Af- 
fairs: Mixing facetious and witry Jeſts, with 
their more ſerious Talk, withour Clamour, 
Scurrility or giving any Offence. Bur, theſe 
Weſtern People, think themſelves nor. Merry 
till they are Drunk, nor Witty unleſs they be 
Rude. They play a Thouſand Wanton 
Tricks, like Apes; and, the greateſt Buffoon 

is the beſt Company.

Wherefore, ſick ro fee Men ſo much dege- 
nerare from themſelves, I made my Excules, 
and rerir'd ' tro my Chamber, where I preſent- 
ty fer Pen to Paper, to give-thee an Account

Bur, I believe, there is a greater Myſtery 
in the Reconciliation between the French 
Court and the Parliament of Paris. Some 
Ends of Policy, have haſten'd both Parties 
to clap up a Peace, while the ſecret Rancor 
remains unpurgd. 

Perhaps the Union of ſo many Przxces and 
Nobles with the Parliament, might incline 
the Queen to milder Counſels than her own 
Spaniſh Genius. Beſides, rhe Conjunction of 
the other Parliaments of the Kingdom, the 
Revolt of Normandy, Gaſcoigne and Provence, 
with many Eminent Cities, were very pre- 
vailing Morives. - Bur, that which was of 
greateſt Force, was the want of Money and 


' Men to carry on the War, which could not be 


rais'd without vait Difficulty, during theſe 
Publick Alienations. 

Whatever were the Inducements, a Peace 
was concluded abour the latter End of the 
Third Moon, at a Place call'd Rue/, nor far 
from Paris, where the King has a Houſe of 
Pleaſure, ſeated in the Midft of a little Para- 
diſe. In one of. my. Letters to: the Kaima- 
cham, I formerly deſcrib'd the King's Houſe 
and Garden, at St: German'en Lay.' This is 
bur a little Chzoſc or Bower in Compariſon of 
that Stately Palace.Yet what is wanting in the 
Grandeur of the Fabrick; is ſupply'd in its e- 
legant Contrivance, and the Richneſs of its 
Ornaments. And, as for the Garden, it "comes 
not far ſhort of the other ;- there being in it 
all Manner of Curious Water-works, Groves, 
Solitudes, Fountains, Statues, and wharſoe- 
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ver the Ingenuity of theſe Weſtern Artiſts 
could ſuggeit, as proper to rcnder this Place 
agrecable ro the Melancholy Humour of the 
lare Qucex-Mother, Mary de Meaicx, to 
whom ir belong'd during her Life. 

When you center this delicious Eden, your 
Eyes and Ears-are preſently decciv'd by the 


Counterfeit Notes and Motions of all kinds 


- of Birds, which perpetually Sing, as rhe Wa- 


ter runes: their Throats. A little farther, you 
ſee ſevcral old Gentile Statues, adorning T'wo 
Fountains : And, among the reſt, a Crocod%/e, 
big as: the Life ; who by the Harmony he 
makes, ſcems to have a Conſort of Mulick in 
his Belly, as Regular and Sweer, as that of 
the T1ta/ian Society at Conſtantinople, which 
thou laſt often heard. 

As we depart from this, full of Compla- 
cency and Adiniration at the Exquiſite Imita- 
tion of Nature in theſe Cortrivances, we 
fall inſenfibly into-a Place exaRtly-like whar 
the Poets deſcribe when they ſpeak of Elyſium, 
Ft is a Grove, the Tops of whoſe Trees are fo 
thick int.:rwoven,' that the Sun appears no-0+ 
therwiſe through them, - than 2s-if he were 
behind a Cloud'or in an Eclipſe. So that the 
Barkneſs of this Place and ſolemn Mutmur 
the' Winds make on high among the Tops of 
the Trees, filis it with a Kind of Sacred 
Horror. Which has: often - made me think 
this 7 dens, ſomething like that which 
Hiſtorians deſcribe, when they ſpeak of the 
fone to the Temple of Fupiter Ammon in. 
#zypt. For,-in the yery Center of this Grove, 

| ſtands 
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ſtands the Houſe. A Place, one would think 
fitter for a Convent than a Prince's Court. + Ar 
beſt, it appears bur like-a Royal Hermitage, a 
Cell conſecrated to Kingly Melancholy. 

I could not -forbear making this Digreion, 
when I mention'd Rzel to be the Place where 
the Peace was concluded, between the Court 


Tribute which I ow'd, for the Satisfation and 
Pleaſure I have often receiv'd in this Retire- 
ment. Beſides, I thought an 1dea of ſuch a 
Garden, would not - be unwelcome. to thee, 
who arr a Lover of Solitude. | 

The Coaqjutcr of Paris, who is an Arch-. 
biſhep, is highly affronted, that this Peace 
was concludel without him; who had a chicf 
Hand in beginning the War. He labours to . 
inflame the People again, and reduce all ro the 
old Confufton. being an irregoncilable Enemy 
of Cardinal Mazarini. . So that we expect 
another Inſurrection in a ſhort time : For the 
French. cannot be long Idle.

Ar beſt, it 
was but the YPinter of Life, wrapt up in 
Clouds and Datkneſs: Now like the Serpent, 
he has caſt his Slough, lifts up his Head with 
new: Vigour, ſports himſelf in the Meadows 
of Paradiſe, and basks in the Warmth of an 

Erernal Spring, | 
"Twill not therefore be a Mark of our Af- 
fetion to him, bur only a Diſcovery of our 
Self-love, ro condole rhe Occaſion of His 
Happineſs, becauſe ir has Tefſen'd Ours, by 
robbing us of his beloved Company and 
Friendſhip. Befides, we know nor, bur that 
he may ſtiH- continue to be our Friend, eyer 
in tat Inviſible State; and either manage 
our- Intereſts Above, or at- leaſt protect us 
trom Dangers here Bz/ow..

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vour'd td ſuppreſs, they had like to have De- 
pos'd him from the Government : Soprevalcnr 
is the Force of a Received Cuſtom, on the 
Minds of the Unthinking Herd. 

' Let thow-and Trherefore, not ſupinely. take 
ap with Common Pradtices ; bur, like Men 
of Reaſon, let us adjuſt the Laſt Ofices we 
owe to our Friend, whilit we pour forth ſome 
Devout Ora:ſons for the Healrh of his Soul, 
without difturbing his and- our own Repoſle, 
with fruitleſs Lamentations. And; - fince we 
are bereaved" of his Sociery on Earth, - ler us 
prepare to follow him, and render our ſelves 
agreeable Company at our next Rendezvous 
in Heaven. 

It was an Unjuſtifiable Rigour in Sultan T.

] Know not where this Letter will find thee; 
on the Shore, or at Sea. If thou art in the 
Watry Wilderneſs, 1 have no Arr to trace 
thee. There are no certain Roads in that In- 
conſtant Element. Ir isa mighty Plain, wirh- 
out Path or Track. And though there. be 
certain Stages in 1t, yet thy Arrival atthem, 
is tim'd at the Pleaſure of the Winds and 
Waves, which will not obey even the Orders 
thou haſt received from the Grand Signzor, 
Lord of the Four Seas. Perhaps, thou art in 

rſuir of ſome Venetian Ships, or other Chri- 
ftian. Veſſels, the Corſairs of the Mediterra- 
2ean. Or, thou mayſt be Carecening thy Fleer, 
in the ſecurer Retreats of the Archipelago. 
Thou may'ft be within a Minute of a Wreck, 
or juſt entring a Harbour: Where-ever thou 
art, may Heaven preſerve thee fromthe Dan-- 
gers, which always threaten ſuch, as truft 
their Lives to a Piece of Wood : For, there 
will be great Need of thee, if our Intelligence 
be true in theſe Parry. 

It is reported here, That the Co//acks, Cir- 
cafſians, Mzngrelians, and other People who- 
Border on the B/ack Sea, and Obey not thc 
Law brought down from Heaven, are entred 
into a Leagu? againſt the Bleſſed Port, and 
have coyered thoſe Seas with a Mighty Fleer ; 

wile 
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while the Prince of Georgia, ruſhes down 
from his Mountains, with an Army of Forty 
Thouſand Armenians, Perſians, and Borde- 
rers of Mount Caucaſus : Thar the Former 
have taken a Thouſand of our Trading Saicks, 
and are advanc'd as far as the Ferry of the 
Bull, which thou knoweſt, is but Six Hours 
Sail from the Imperial Ciry : That the Latter, 
have made Incurfions into the Territories of - 
the Grand Seignior ; putallto the Sword who 
reſiſted 'em, as they march'd along ; burnt 
and laid waſte the Cry : And, thar all 
the Greeks and Armenians, flock ro them, 
threatning an Univerſal DefeCtion from rhe 
Ottoman Empire. 

As to the Truth of theſe Reports, I can 
aſcertain Nothing; but am inclin'd ro believe, 
the Coſ/acks are troubleſome at Sea, and thar 
they may have drawn ſome of their Neigh- 
bours into a League, thoſe Pi/fering Nations, 
who live by Rapine and Spoil, on both Ele- 
ments. Our ſmall Veſſels trading on the 
Black Sea, full of Riches and empry of 
Arms, muſt needs be a Temptation to thoſe 
Pirates, who are the moſt dexrrous ata Rob- 
bery, and the boldeft Fellows in rhe World. 
The Merchants of rheſe Parts, who. have had 
ſome Traffick at Caffa, and other Towns on 
the Banks of the Black Sea,give a frightful De- 
{ctiption of thoſe Tempeſtuous Waters, and 
no Good Character of the People that Border 
on them: : The-Co//acks, they ſay, are Vali- 
ant and Mercenary ; the Circaſſians Hardy 


and Bold ; rhe Mingrelians Sly and _— ; 
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and rhe Georgians, of an 4ftra/ Complexion» 
capable of all Vertues and Vices. The Fir#t 
ſeldom act, unleſs encourag'd by the Knz 
of Poland, or the Czar of Moſcovy ; and 
then they are | content w:th their Pay, -and 
the Lawful Plunder of War. The Secord arc 
never Idle, when there is hope of Prey, whc- 
ther they tight their own Cauſe, or are em- 
- ploy'd by others; and fear neither Hunger, 
Cold, nor any other Extremity, for the Sake 
of 'a Prize. © The Thirdare Good ar a Strata- 
gem, and would fteal a Man's Teeth out of 
his Gums,if he be nor wary ; Great Cowards, 
yet deſperate in their own Defence, when 
they ſee no Medium between Fighting and 
Death. As for the Fourth, they feem to be 
a kind of Mungrels, a Medly Race, whole 
Character is compounded of the Other 
Three. 

They are Stout and Witty, Dexr'rons'at a 
Cheat, and. no Bungſlcrs at an Ingenions 
"Theft ; Great Liars ; full of Complimems 
a1d External Civilities, but Periidions and 
Implacable in their Revenges. 

Yer, after all, I cannot believe rhe Prince 
of this Country ,- ;- who'is a Tributary'to/the 
King of Perſia ,* would” venture his ' Grover he 
Ment at Two ſuch'def perate Stakes, by break- 
ing rhe Peace,conchided by his Sovererzn with 
the Grant Seignior,and fo drawing upon him- 
ſelf the Vengeance of them both. Therefore, 
he 1s either ſecretly aberred by that Monarch, 
or eli the News is fale, 
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Wouldſt thou know, how this Country 
came to be*Subjet to the Crown of Perſia ? 
It was Conquer'd by 1/ſomae! Sephi, ro whom 
the Perſian Hiſtorians, in Flatrery, give the 
Epithet of Great. He was the Firft of that 
Name, and of the Perfian Kings, that refus'd 
to obey the Orthodox Sncceſſors of rhe' Sent 
of God. This Prince, was Valiant in the 
Field ; and no Coward at Wine, if we may 
belicye one of his Conrtiers, who wrote Me- 
moirs of his Life. He records Sixteen Bar- 
tles, wherein he always 'gor the Victory 3 
and Twice that Number of Roya/ Debauches, 
when ke ſhew'd the Strength of his Brain, 
in the Company of Foreign Ambaſſadors 3 
with whom he would always Caroule, before 
they. departed his Coure, that he might 
found rhe Depth of their Inftra&tions ; for, 
none were able to' cope with him , ar the 
Juice of the Grape. And he always eſteem'd 
that Liquor, a Friend to Truth. | 

It he ſuſpeQted his Miniſters of State, or 
any of the Governors of Provinces, he us'd 
ro invite them to a Banquet ; where, in the 
Midſt of his Drinking, he unravell'd their 
Secret Inclinations and Counſfels ; . being rhe 
moſt * dextrous ar picking the Locks of' x 
Man's Heart; of any one living. © They ne- 
ver went Alive from his Preſence, if by one 
falſe Step in their Carriage, though it were 
but a Word too paſſionate, or a Look leſs 
compoſed to Reſignation , he could diſcover 


; - or frame to himelf the Grounds of a juſt 
Jealoufy. Ir being ever his Maxim, ' That 


Credulity, 
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Credutity, was the only Vice, could Tuin a 
Happy Prince. He had another Saying alſo, 
That Perſia was Fertile of Men, but Barren of 
Faithful Officers. 

I cannot admire theſe' Cruel Strains of Po- 
licy. Yer: Kings have Reaſons for their Acti- 
ons and Words, which we cannot compre- 
hend. The Phzloſophers ſay, That Wine was 
given Us by the Gods, to mitigate our Cares ; 
and, for a Time, to make Us Equal to their 
Divinities,in the free Enjoyment of Our Selves. 
And, thoughas a Muſſulman, Tam not bound 
to ſubſcribe ro the Principles of Pagans; yer 
as a Man, Partaker of Fleſh and Blood, I 
think he doubly miſ-uſes that Liquor , who 
perverts it to the Ends of Cruelty.

The 
Unwary Prince, truſting to his own Merit, 
and the Faith of his Neighbour , ventures 
himſelf with a ſmall Guard ro the Camp of 
Iſhmael. The Perſian entertain'd him, with all 
the Outward Demonſtrations of Aﬀection 
and Gratirnde, for his repeared Aids : Bur, 
inthe End of the Feat, taking Exceptions 
at ſome Words the King of Georgia ſpoke, 
in Praiſe of his own Soldiers, he commanded 
his, Ewnuchs to ſeize on him, and carry him 
to _ the Tent of the Unfortunate (lo hep 

| call 
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call'd the Pavilion, or Cage of the Grandees 
fallen into Diſgrace.) Then he gave ſwift Or- 
ders, for the Georgian Soldiers ro be Mana- 
cled. And having thus done, he beſtow*d 
the Government of Georgia on one Luarzab ; 
on Condition , that he and his Succeflors, 
would embrace the Faith of Hali, and pay 
Tribute to the Crown of Perſia. 

From this © Luarzab, has the Government 
of Georgia deſcended, not in a Line of Blood, 
but at the Pleaſure-of the Perſian Kings, ro 
him who now holds it, Shanavas-Can ; Who, 
I believe, has more Wit, than to hazard his 
Poſſeſſions, for the Sake of a Chimera. | 
- In this' roving from my firſt Poinr, thou 
canſt nor blame me, fince-thou thy ſelf act- 
eſt'by the Rules of Navigation, which vary 
according to the Byaſs of rhe Need/e. Thou 
followeſt one Magnet, and I another : Yer, 
let us both meer 1n the Center of Duty, we 
owe'the Grand Seipnior.

Much: worſe are the Guaid, thoſe Moroſe 
Interpreters of the Law of Mercy, who damn: 
a Man irrecoverably to Hel, for committing 
one Mortal Sin. This. is: enough to-drive all: 
Mankind to Deſpair: 

Indeed the Morals of the Sabin pleaſei me; 
who ſeem- to be perfe&t Mahowmetan,Sfoicks,, 
aſcribing all Events ro Deſtiny, and tlie Influ-- 
ence of rheStars.. T could willingly — |

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the Advice of Ph:/oſophers, who appear ſo void 
of Paſſion ; bur I could never join with them, 
in Adoring the Sun, Moon and Conſtellations 
of Heaven, 'beeauſe the A/coran has exprefly 
forbidden ir. And, were there no ſuch Prohi- 
birion, 'my own Reaſon would convince me, 
thar I ought as well ro Adore the Fire fot 
warming meand ſerving my other Neceſlities, 
or the Water for quenching my Thirſt and 
Purifying me, o# my own Hands for feeding 
me, as to pay theſe Divine Honours ro the 
Cel-ſtial Bodies ; fince the one, as well as the 
other, Act according to their Nature. 

In a Word, of all the Innumerable Se&s, 
into which the Myſſulman Empire is divided, 
Fcannor expect entire Satisfaction from any; 
for, if they appear Orthodox in ſome Tenets, 
it others they are manifeſtly Heretical. Yer, 
F cannot but ſet a higher Value on ſome, than 
Others, as their Doctrines and Practices ap- 
proach nearer to Reaſon and Truth. For, I 
am not yet ſuch an Academich, as to ask that 
Mock-Queſtion, What x Fruth ? 

Doubtleſs, our Fathers knew it, and the 
Mezſſenger of God was ſent to divulge it on 
Earth. Bur, if Tgnorance, Superſtition and 
Error have baniſhed ir from Courts and Cities, 
lerus ſeek it in the Deſarts. Perhaps we may 
find this Wanderer among the Rocks and 
Woods ; or, 'tis poſſible fhe has ſhelrered her- 
felf in ſome Den or Cave, as hoping for great- 
er-Favour from: the Wild Beaſts, than from 


the Sociery of Men, 


If 
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If Truth be no where to be found Entire, 
bur has divided her ſelf among the Differenr 
Religions and Sefs in the World, then, rather 
than miſs of this Divine Jewel, I will ſearch 
for it in Fragments ; and wharlſoeyer is Rati- 
onal and Pious in any Se, TI will embrace, 
without concerning my ſelf in their Follies 
and Vices. 

After all, the Mwunaſihi ſeem to me, the 
only Orthodox and Illumined of God, who 
declining rhe private By-Ways of Schiſma- 
ticks, walk in the High Road of Priſtine Ju- 
ſtice and Piery, following the Steps of the 
Ancients, and obeying the Traditions which 
know no Origin. Among theſe, thou ap- 
peareſt as another Pythagorss; confirming 
them by thy Example in an Innocent Life ; 
enduring the utmoſt Severities of Abſtinence, 
rather than be Guilty of ſhedding the Blood 
of thoſe Creatures, which the Great Lord of 
All Things Created, to enjoy the Herbage of 
the Field, and to partake of the Common 
Bleflings of Nature, as well as We.

Tell me, O Sacred Sy/vian, am T not 
obliged to obey the Inſpirations of my Nature, 
or Better Genins, which tells me,” Tis a Burche 
crly and Inhuman Life, to feed on ſlaughte- 
red Animals ? Did nor all thoſe who aim'd at 
Perfetion among the Primitive Diſciples of 
the Prophet, abſtain from; Murdering the 
Brutes? *Tis true, the Me//engor of Ged, did 
not poſitively enjoin Abſtinence from Fleſh ; 
yet he recommended” it, as a Divine yy?

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And, thoſe to whom he indulged the Liber- 
ty of Eating ig, he ty'd up to certain Condi- 
tions: Do not all the Re/:gzous Orders Preach 
up Abſtinence,both in their Sermons and Lives? 
T make no langer Doubt, but the Corruption 
of Manners, and Volupruouſneſs of Men, are 
the Cauſes, that this Ancient Sobriety is now 
diſus'd and flighred. .My own Experience 
confirms me 'in this-Opinion, who have often 
artempred to live in Abſtinence ; bur, by the 
Force of a Voraciaus Appetite, ſuffered my 
ſelf ro be carri'd back to my old Intemperance. 

Yet, in Eating Fleſh, I have been preciſely. 
careful, ro obſerve the Prohibitions of our Hoe- 
ly Prophet, ſolong as it was in my Power, I 
never Knowingly taſted of Blood, nor of any 
Thing ſtrangled or knocked down. Bur, it is 
Impoftible for me ro affure my ſelf of this ; 
or thar all rhe Fleſh I Eat, was-4z/led, - in Pro- 
nouncing that Tremendous Name which gave 
it Life. Neither could I Once eſcape a Ne- 
cefliry, of Eating Swine's Fleſh. 

Burt, I abominate my ſelf for this Involun- 
tary Crime. And, to obviate the like Tem- 
ptation for the Future, I w:1l taſte of Nothing, 
that has Brearh'd the Common Air ; being 
inclined to believe the Metempſychoſis : Which, 
if it be true, I wiſh for no greater Happineſs, 
than that in my next Change, my Soul may 
paſs into the Body of the: Came/, which ſhall 
carry thee to.

When he- firſt rerurn'd 
from the Battel :of | Lens. in Flanders, whereof 
I formerly gave an Account, the Inſurrettion 
in Pars began. The Prince, block'd up the 
Ciry, and promis'd the Cardinal (againſt 
whom alone all this Storm was raisd) thar 
he wou'd either bring him back is Triumph 
to Pars, or die in the Attempt. 'He. per- 
form'd ' his Word ; and . the: Cardinal rode 
through the Streets of ' Pars, in - the ſame 
Coach with the King, Queen, and all the 
Royal Blood after the Siege was rais'd, and a 
Peace concluded. And the Price, when he 
alighred our of the Coach, addrefs'd- himſelf 
thus to the Cardinal: Now, Str, I efteem-1y 
ſelf the happieſt Man in the World, in;that I 
have been able-to perform my Engagement, in 
bringing your Eminence. back, to Paris:; and 
that by my Preſence, the Hatred which the 
Multinde have for your Perſon, - was reprefs'd 
whit we paſs'd through the Streets. 

This roo neatly touch'd: the.Cardinal.\ ' And 
indeed the Queen, - with all the Reſt, were 
ſenſible, rhat rhe Prince had too far oyer-ſhot 
himſelf, in this laft Expreiiion, However; the

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7 Cardinal reply'd in a Kind of Modeſty, not 
; wholly void of Choler and Diſdain ; Sir, Tou 
have not only oblig'd me to that Heighth,but have 
; done the Kingdom fo conſiderable a ſervice in 
thu Attion, That I fear, neither Their Maje- 
/ ſties nor my ſelf, ſhall be ever in a State, to 
| make you anſwerable Compenſation. 

"Thoſe who ſtood by,and heard theſe inter- 
changeable Diſcourſes, were apr to interpret 
the Fir for a Reproach, and the Second as a 
Menace.Since it is not unuſual for GreatMen, 
to over-value the Services they do their King 
and Country ; and for Princes, when they can- 
nor duly reward an Eminent, Performance, 
to turn their Gratitude into Hatred. | 

This 1s certain, that the Prince of Conde has 
preſum'd much, on the Merir of his late Ser- 
v:ces;'and, 1t was nor calje for the Queen or 
the Cardinal, ro invent ſuch Acknowledg- 
ments as-he expected. For he imagin'd, they 
oughr to. deny him Nothing, who had fo, of- 
ten hazarded his Life for their Intereſt. 

It was on this Ground, he thought he had 
a'Right to interpoſe in a Marriage, which 
Mazarini.deſfign'd to make between one of his 
N:eces, and the Duke. of Merceur. 

This Duke is of a Family, which has been

She intercedcs, and uſes her utmoſt 
Endeavours, . ro reconcile the Prince to this 
Marriage. Burt his Brother, the Duke of Lon- 
gueville, had fo pofſeſs'd the: Prince with a 
Jealouſe of rhe Cardinal's Proceedings,tharno 
Arguments cou'd prevail on him,or overcome 
his fix'd Averion for M:7arin:'s deligned 
Alliance with the Hcnuſe of Vendeſme (fo. they 
call the Family,from whence the Duke of Mer- 
cxur is ſprang.) He rails at the Cardinal, and 
lampoons him in all Companies. This begets 
ill Blood in the Supreme Miniſter of State, 
who ſecretly reſolves the Prince's Ruin. 

In this, his Policy and Malice, . exceeded 
the petty Revenges of the Prince ; who being 
of a frank, open Heart, contented himſelf 
with Raillefies, ond Satyrical Exprefſions, 
whilſt the Cardinal conceal'd his Anger, un- 
der the Maſque of extraordinaty Civiliries; rc- 
turning all the Contempts of rhe Prince, with 
a Reſpect, which ſeem'd roſpeak much Aﬀe- 
G&ion -and Devoir. 

He has been a long time tampering with a Wo: 
Fat1on, which goes by the Name of the Fron- Wt; 
dewrs. Fheſe were his Encmies, rot ſo much «1 
in Hatred of his Perſo, as out of a Zeal ro re: 
ſerve their Country, which they imagin'd, was IM ' 
oppreis'd underthe Condadt of this Miniſter. Wtin

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Theſe he has lately gain'd over to his Parey, 
by repreſenting to them the Prince of Conde, 
as the Author of all thoſe Evils, which they 
aſcrib'd ro himſelf : Whilſt at theſame Time, 

e perſuaded the Prince, that they had ſome 


Defign _ his Perfon. Thnus he arrifici- | 


ally blinded both Parties, and engag'd them 
in mutual Revenges; privately animating the 
Frondeurs againſt the Prince, and provoking 
the Prince , to ſeek the Ruin of the Fron- 
deurs. By this Trap, the Prince was in- 
veigtd ro conſent , and give Orders for: his

ne Ferved by. the Fews, when they poſſe(s'd the 
is ol) Land. The Hebrew Writers, ſuch as 
4 7 pus and others, call That alſo the Tear of 
Fubilee, Their Cabbaliſts, like the Pythage- 
reans, . pretended to derive Great Myſteries 
from certain Numbers : And the Number Se- 
ven, . was had in particular Veneration by the 
ke Hebrews : Therefore they kept every Seventh 
<WMDay, Week and Year, Holy. In the Seventh 
ear it was not Lawful to till the Ground, 
plant Vineyards, or ſow any Seed. And when 
Seven Times Seven Years were expired, the 
ear of Fubilee was proclaim'd, being always 
e Fiftieth. They proclaim'd it by Trum- 
pets, ' throughout the whole Country of Pa- 
eſtine, in the Forty Ninth Year. And the 
L uezins cry'd in the Gates of their Cities and 
ynagogues, at the Beginning of the Fubilee : 

Let every Man return this Year to his Own 

* Poſſeſſion and Tribe, whether he be a Slave 

* or Free. He that has fold his Houſes - or 
'C-*< Lands, if he was not before able ro redeem 
* them, let him this Year take Poſſeflion of

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« berry and Reſt ; for, this is the Tear of Grac:

After this manner was the Hebrew Fubile 
Proclaim'd, and Obſery'd. And, they fay, 
from hence aroſe the Cuſtom amonglt ti 
Chriſtians, who, in many Things, may be! 
ty!l'd the Fews Apes. But others ſay, tha 
the preſent Roman Fubilee, is deriv'd from th: 
Secular Games, Celebrated by their Pagan £ 
ceſtors ; In Regard, This was renew d every 
Hundred Years at firſt, even as thoſe Game 
were. Whence it was, that the Cryer in tho 
Days, at the Indi#ion of the Secular Game 
ſaid, © Come to the P/ays which no Man Li 
<* ving has yet ſeen, nor ſhall ever ſce agai 
For, Man's T.ife being Generally ſo Short 
they thought it improbable, that any” Mortd 
ſhould livero ſee this Solemnity repeated. 

The Modern Fubilee, was firſt Publiſh't 
by Boniface IX. Biſhop of Rome, in the Ye: 
1300 of the Chriſtians Hegyra., Ar whic 
Time, he promis'd Full and Entire 'Remi) 
fion of Sins, to all who ſhould reſort in Pi 
grimage to Rome that Year, After him | 

as Celebrared every Hundred Year, accord 
ing to his Inſtitution, till rhe Days of Cl: 
ment VI. Who, at the Inftance of the Re 
Man Citizens, reduc'd it to every Fiftieti 
Year. Then Urban VI. another Pope,” 're 
duc'd it to the Thirry Third Year. And laf 
of all, Paul TI. contracted the Inrervyal tt 
Five and Twenty Years. Which Space 0 
Time, has been obſerv'd by all his Succeſſor 
ro this Day. 

x } 
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If thoitt wouldſt know the Reafon, -why 
they have thus alter'd the Peyiods ; Ir is for 
Profir. For, in the Year of Fabilee, thete is 
a vaſt Conflux of People, from all Parrs of 
Euroepe : Who bring a far greater Treaſure in- 
to the Roman Cofters, than they carry away 
from that Ciry. Though the Pope, 'ris ſaid, ts 
very Liberal of that which they call rhe Trea- 
ſure of the Church : Whichis a certain Fund 
of Merits, and Superabundant Graces, left by 
rhe Meſſiah and his Saints, in the Cuſtody of 
this Pre/ate, to ſupply the Defects and Infir- 
mities of Sinful Men. And they believe, 'ris 
only in his Power, to diſpoſe of this Heaven!y 
Wealth to whom he pleaſes. They talk alſo 
of Indulgencies and Pardons, whereby the Holy 
Father can redeem Men from all Sin, and the 
Puniſhments that are due to it. And this 
Wonderful Prerogative, they fay, does nor 
only benefit the Living, but extends even to 
the Souls Departed ; whom the Pope, accord- 
ing to their Perſuaſion, can free from the Tor- 
ments of Purgatory, and at his Pleafure admir 
into the Gates of Paradiſe. 

We that are Muſſulmans, cannor'declaim 
againſt rhe Dofrine of Praying for the Dead, 
fince it is pradtis'd by all the Faithful, Nei- 
ther have we reafon to inveigh againſt Indul- 
gencies, or Releaſes from Penance. Bur that 
the Power of granting and diſpenfing theſe 
Favours, ſhould be only repoſited in the 
Chriſtian Mufti , will not accord with the 

Faith of a True Believer. We know who 
ſwore by the Ioofs of his Swift and Frithful 
: Elborach, 
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Elborach, which in One Night carry'd him a 
Journey of Six Moons, that from thenceforth 
rhe Key of Aaraf, or the Place of Priſons, 
was committed ro him. Doubtleſs, the Om- 
2ipotent can transfer his Commiſſions, when 
and to whom he pleaſes. If he once gave this 
Authority, of Remitting Sins, to the Meſſtah, 
and Peter his Lieutenant, does it follow, that 
all Peter's Succeſſors, the Califfs of Rome, 
have retain'd this Privilege ? There have been 
many Good Men in thar Sear, and nor a Few 
Wicked : Some Prophets, and ſome Magici- 
ans: A Catalegue interſpers'd with Saints, 
Martyrs, Butchers and Devils. 

Bur 'tis evident, they forfeited their Au- 
thority, when they declin'd from rhe Truth, 
from the unblamable Profeflion of the Divine 
Unity, and refifted the Meſſenger of Heaven, 
ſent ro correct their Errors, reform their Vices, 
and reduce Mankind to One Law of Purity 
and Light. , 

I write not Partially, . nor am I imbitrer'd 
again(t the Patriarch of the Romans. He is 
a Man like others, ſubject ro the 1/11 of De- 
ſtiny. _ The Babylonian Califfs and thoſe of 
Egypt, Succeſſively enjoy'd the ſame Power, 
rranſmirred ro them from the Prophet, who 
ſeal'd up all the Former D;/penſations. Yet in

THOU wilt have Reaſon to wonder at 

a Man pretending Acquaintance with 
thee, whom thou cant not remember tro have 
ſeen. "Tis from my Brother Peſtelihals, thy 
former Maſter, I received the News of thy 
late Preferment, who art thy ſelf but Early 
in Years. Yet no Time is Unſeaſonable, to a 
Man Mature in Vertue and Wiſdom. 

I knew thee an Infant, in the Arms of thy 
Morher, the Widow of an Arabian Souldier, 
who ſerved my Brother in the Wars of Perſia. 
There appeared then, ſuch Evident Symptoms 
of thy future Wir and Dexterity, as prompt- 
ed thy Father's Captain, -to rake thee into his 
Protetion and Care ; and thy Mother by her 
Charms, foon found a Way to his Boſom. 

I write not theſe Things ro Reproach 
thee with the M-arneſs of thy Birth. Thy 
Merits equal thee wirh thoſe who are born 
of Nobles.

Bur I rook wrong eaſures of the 2/ays of 
Deſtiny, which are as Untraceable as the 
Minds. For before Mid-Day, my Sun was 
Eclipſed; the Air of my Soul rufM'd with 
Storms, and alt my Foy turn'd to Mourning 
and Sadneſs. 

Witt thou know the Occaſion of my Grief ? 
Ir was this. In the Year 1645, according to

The Letters of wy Writing, were enctos'd 
in One Bax. and rHo'e which I reccived from 
the Invincible Port, in Another, And this 
was 
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was my Conſtant Cuſtom from that Time : 
As oft as I writ to the Miniſters of the Divan, 
or had perusd the Dz/patches which came 
from them, I diſpus'd of both in their pro- 
per Places, leaving all to the Care of Elia- 
chim. 

Bur, neither his Caution nor mine, were 
ſufficient to prevent the Reſolves of Heaven. 
Ir was determin'd Above, That we ſhould 
loſe ſome of theſe Papers. Eliachim came to 
me to Day, before the Hour of Ulanamiſi, all 
in Paſſion, aſtoniſh'd. raving and ſtaring like 
a Mad-Man.

As yer we are in the 
Dark, and fall of Fears : Burt Time, which 
brings alt Things to Light, will convinceus, 
what we have to truſt to. | 
In the mean while, there is little News, 
ſave a Diſconrfe of a certain Convention at 
Norembergh, and the Great Fubilee which is 
Celebrated at Rome ; ' where, they fay, the 
Chriſtians Chief Mufti, the Week before their 
Berirani, or Eaſter, waſh'd the Feet of Twelve 
Pilzrims ; and that Cardinal Ludoiſio, en- 
rertain'd Nine Thouſand of theſe Devorees at 
once, with a very Magnificent Feaſt.

BY the God whom I Adore, and by his Sha- 
dow, 1 ſwear, There is no Difloyalty in 
Mahmut: Yerthis Life is full of Temptations 
and Perils. The Box of Letters T mention'd 
in my Laſt, is irrecoverably gone, and laid up 
in the Bowels of the Earth ; if we may be- 
lieve the Confeſſion of a Man, every Angle of 
whoſe Heart, has been ſearch'd with exquiſite 
Torments, even to Death. 

Eliachim's Slave, the Negro whom I ſpoke 
of, miſtook that Box, for one'very like it, our 
of which he had often ſeen his Maſter take 
Fewels: For, this'is the particular Merchan- 
diſe of that Few. And the Weight of each 
was not ſo Unequal, as to rectify his Error. 
Lucre tempted him, and the defire of Liber- 

Whilit the Darkneſs (for he commirted 
the Villany before Sun-rifing) and his own 
Guilty Fears, conſpir'd to baffle his intended 
Thefr. The Boxes food together ({o Care- 
ful was Eliachim of the Sublime Secrets, as 
not to venture 'em in a Place leſs ſecure,thar 
that of his Fewe/s) and rhe Villain haſty to 
be gone, and coniounded for want of Light, 
rook up that wherein were the /7*ings, in- 
ſtead of his defign'd Prey, the Few?ls. * He 
went directly into the Fields, purpoſfing to 
bury this ſuppos'd Treaſure in the Earth, 
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in ſome private Place, where he might rake 
it forth at Diſcretion. Bur firſt opening the 
Box, to ſupply himſelf with ſuch Szones as he 
thought would be unqueſtionable Pawns for 
Mony , to anſwer his preſent Neceflities, 
that ſo he might the better provide for his 
Concealment ; he was afſtoniſh'd, and his: 
Heart became like Lead, when he found 
Nothing but Papers, full of Characters, to 
which he was wholly a Stranger. A Thou- 
ſand Reſolurions prefented themſelves to him, 
in that Agony of his Mind, and he knew nor 
which to fix on. Sometimes he thought to 
carry the Box back again as he found it ; anda 
ſince his Deſign had been thus ſtrangely baulk- 
cd, ro Content himſelf rill another Oppor- 
tunity.

He did not 
think it ſafe ro: make a publick Buſineſs of it, 
or to arraign himbefore the appoinred Fudges 
of theiCountry ; Bar relying on the Fy/tice of 
his! Cauſe, andthe'Rizht of a Maſter, he pri- 
vatcly- put him to Tortwres of divers Kinds, 
a Houſe: where he cou'd command any Thing, 
The ſtour' African, at firſt deny'd thar he 
had medÞd with any: Box ; ſaying, he eſcap'd 
purely for the Sake 'of' Liberry. Bur when a 
Succeſſion of divers Torments had'quite over- 
thrown his' Conſtancy, he confeſſed all rhat I 
have already related. Eliachim {till fuſp2t- 
ing worſe, and that he only fram'd this as a 
- plaufible Story to be freed from, or ar leaſt ro 
refpite the Pains he ſuffered, caus'd ſharp 
Thorns robe thruſt underrhe Nails of hisFin- 
rsand'Toes ; believing: that the Extremity 
of ſo ſenfiblea Pain, wou'd extort the rrac Se- 
cret from him.” Burt he con'd ger Nothing 
elſe from rhe poor excruciarted Negro, though 
now- almoſt ready to expire, than that he had 
hid' rheBox under-Ground in a certain Corner 
ofa Field, our of the Ciry : To which he knew 
nor how to dire&t Ekachim, but promis'd to 
ſliew ir him, ifhe wou'd carry him alive roPars. 
This was no hard Task ro perform, in the 
Opinion of the Fewzit being but a Days-Jour- 
ney- to' this City, from the Place where they IM * 
rhen were: Bur he was deceived in his Hopes; Ml! 
andnow' allthe Applications and Cordials they 
cov'd uſe,came- too late: For,that very Night, i ' 
the Negro breath'd ont his Soul. | 
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However, when El/iachim came to Pars, 
he follow'd rhe Directions of his dead Slave 
as well as he cou'd, in'fearching every Corner 
of the Fields on that Side of the Ciry, where 
this Black had been ſeen-ro-go onr.

Asto 
the Remaining Box, which has in it the Tran- 
ſcripts of my own Diſpatches, I have taken 
ir Home to my Lodging: Believing it will 
be as ſafes here, as inthe Houſe of Elzachim ; 
ſince that faithful Few, is no- more exempted. 
from Contingencies; than myſelf: ' And IT have 
no Seryant ro betray me. | 

This Kingdom abounds ar preſent, in Trea- 
ſons and Rebellions. "The French ſpare not 
r9 maſſacre ore another, for rhe Sake of a 
Paſſion: While the Spaniards make their Ad- 
vantages of theſe Inteftine Feuds. For, under 
Pretence of affiſting the Princes of the Blood, 
they ger *Fooring in Picardy, from whence 
it will nor be eaſy to expel them. Zone 
Arch-Duke of Auſtria, is at the Head of the 
Spaniſh Army ; and has: taken ſeveral Towns, 
belonging to the French King. 

When the Quarre/s of theſe Tnfidels will 
q end, T am nor ſollicirous ; my Thoughts being 
ever takerr up, in the Service which I owe to 
the Empire of True Believers, I can«- 
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I cannot bid thee Adieu, Iluftrious Kaima- 
cham, till I have afſurd thee, I am macerated 
with Zeal for the Grand Signior.

AF ter I had perus'd thy Diſpatch, where- 
with thou haſt honoured the Slave Mah- 
mut ; as I was full of Joy for the continued 
Demonſtrations of thy Friendſhip and Pro- 
rection, ſo my Breaſt conceiv'd an Indignation 
ar rhe Aﬀront, which has been offer d to the 
Sublime Port by the Cham of the Tartars, in 
preſuming to demand the Tute/age of our Au- 
guſt Emperor. Itis an Indignity to the Ms- 
niſters of Supreme Fuſtice and Honour, Lights 
of the Imperial Divan, to whom is commitred 
the Cognizance of all Human Events; The 
Illuftrious/777irs,who manage the Afﬀairs of the 
Mighty and Invincible Sultan» Mahomet,whoſe 
Throne may God fortify, till the Moon ſhall 
no more appear in the Heavens. 

Thoſe People have beegever thirſty of Rule, 
and 'tis number'd among the Vertues of their

by the keen Edge of their Swords. -Bur in 
all the Regiſters and Archives of the Empire, 
it has not been found, thar any of that Na- 
tion challeng'd a Right ro Govern our Sultans 
though during their Minority.

Race, the French give 'em over for loſt ; And 
I cannor contradict 'em, for want of true In- 
relligence. Beſides, T have Reaſon to fear 
itis-t00 true : In Regard it has been the cruel 
Practice of all, or moſt of our late Emperors,

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either to flaughter their Brethren as ſoon az 
they aſcend: the Throne, or to put 'em to a 
more lingring Death and Martyrdom in + 
Priſon. | 

"Tis true indeed,our preſent Soverezgn is no; 
yet arriv'd to thoſe Years, wherein Children 
commonly loſe their Native Innocence. Ibe- 
lieve, he ſuſpects none of his Brethren, nor 
harbours any unkind Thoughts againſt rheir 
Lives. Yer Cruelry may be infinuated into 
his Tender'Years, by the Arrifices of his Mo- 
ther ; eſpecially againſt thoſe of his Father's 
Blood, thar-did-nor alſo partake of hers. For 
Sultan Ibrahim, thou know'ſt, had Children 
by other Women, beſide the Sultana Valede. 

The Malzeſes think they have one-of theſe 
Royzat Infants in their Paſſefion : Thou know- 
eſt rhe whole Story of thy Predeceſſor's Voyage 
roward Egypt with his Beautiful Slave and 
her Son , whom theſe Infrde/s thonour as the 
Off=-/pring of the Grand Signior. Thou arr not 
Tgnorant alſo,thar this Infant, with his Mozher 
were :Banifh'd,out of Jealouſie ; by the Order 
of | Her. who bore in her Womb Sultan Mahe- 
met, our Glorious Sovereign. The'Remem: 
brance of which makes'me tremble, for the 
Sake of-the Young Princes, if there beany yet 
remaining alive. Its :in thy Power:to certify 
me , and in doing ſo thou wilt rid me of 
much Anxziery. 

I-am'but a Slave of / the S/aves who ſerve 
the Grand Signzor ; and it is not decentfor me

Can that Minjfter blame me, for being 
apprehenſive of Wantin a Foreign Country,a 
Region of Infidels, where have no other Com- 
merce, bur with Courtiers and.

where if I ſhould be in the leaſt ſuſpected, they 
wou'd preſently put me in Priſon, which 
wou'd hazard a Diſcovery of the Sublime Se- 
crets 2 Does he not know, T hat Money com- 
mands all Things ; and thar the Greateſt Po- 
tentates,obey the Power of Gold ? Ir cannor be 
imagin'd, butthat a Man in my Peſ#, has a 
Thouſand prefiing Occaſions for Money, 
which 'ris troubleſom to expreſs.

am not aſhamed of many Venial Frailries, 
which 
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which TI daily commir, though the Law is 
ſevere againſt them. Bur,cou'd any Man 
accuſe me of Wilful Treachery, and Ingra- 
titude, I wou'd pray inſtantly, That the Lu- 
minaries of Heaven might be extinguiſh'd, 
and that no Terrene Subſtance, might hence- 
forth have in it rhe leaſt Potential Light: Thar 
ſo I might neither be capable of ſeeing my 
ſelf, or of being expos'd to the Eyes of O-- 
thers. And the better ro eſcape the Confu- 
fion, which wou'd attend thar Horrid Guilt, 
I wonld nor only avoid Human Sociery, bur 
if it were poſſible, I wou'd run away from 
my elf. 

After all this, methinks ſuch a Tem- 
per need not be ſuſpected, as averſe from 
the Intereſt, ro which he has ſo ſolemnly 
{worn. 

I wou'd not have troubled thee with the 
News of any other AfMiction; bur, ro be ſu- 
{pected of what I neyer was Guilty of, and ro 
be menac'd in dark Myſterious Terms, not 
by an Enemy, but by my Fricnd , and 
one who has in his Keeping the Immortal Re- 
cords of my Feal and Integrity ; This cuts me 
to the Heart. And I kad noother Way to caſe 
my ſelf, bur by venting my Anguiſh to thee. 

If any of rhe Miniſters will charge me 
with Weakneſs, or want of Abiliry ro act 
in this Station, I ſhould have no Reaſon ro 
repine : Since none of them can think ſo 
meanly of Mahbmut, as he does of himſelf. 
I boaſt of Nothing, bur a Loyalty to my 
Truſt, incapable of __ g corrupred.

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But I forget that I am a Muſulman, and 
therefore ought to be reſig d ro the /l! of 
Heaven in all Things, without Complaint or. 
Murmur. Befides I am infinitely oblig'd, 
in many Regards, to the Rex Effends ; and 
therefore, he may be allow'd to take his 
own Advantages. Perhaps his Reproofs 
may be Jult, and 'tis my own Peeviſhneſs 
that hinders me from diſcerning it. How- 
ever, I cond wiſh he wou'd henceforth 
expreſs his Reſentments wirh leſs Obſcurity, 
and nor give me Grounds to apprehend the 
Loſs of his Friendſhip. 

For, where I once love, I hate a Change. 
And if thou beet of the ſame Mind, We Two 
ſhall continue our Friendſhip, to the Other 
Side of the Grave.

JF thou wilt permit we to learn Something 

from Husbandmen, They ſay, 'tis not pro- 
firable ro plow the Fields whoſe barren Glebe 
brings forth Nothing bur Briars and Thorns. 
Such are the Grounds .of Paffion and Anger 
among Friends. Let 'em lie Fallow for ever. 
Perhaps, thou wilt call ir Preſumprion in me, 
to challenge ſuch a Relation berween ns. Or, 
if thou owneſt the Title of a Friend, thou 
wilt claim a Right to reprove me. Be it how 
it will, Reproofs make the beſt Impreſſion, 
when they are given with Mildneſs and Mo- 
deration., ' Eſpecially they ought nor ro be 
founded on a Miitake, or falſe Apprehenſion. 
For they appear like Arrows diſcharg'd in the 
Dark, which being ſhot ar Random, may by gi- 
ving an undeſerved Wound, make an Enemy 
ofa Friend, orar leaſt render a Friend ſuſpe- 
ted to be an Enemy. 

Bur I tell thee, I will not blow up the Em- 
bers of a Fire, whoſe Flame is extinguiſh'd 
long ago, and whereof by rhis Time, I hope, 
there remains nor the leaſt Smoak. I never 
lov'd roadd Fuel in ſuch Caſes : Otherwiſe 
had T return'd an Anſwer ro thy angry Let- 
ter, in the Heat of my Reſentments, I mighr

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have play'd the Incendiary: For I had both 
Martrter enough,and Paſſion ſafficient, to ven- 
tilate the already kindled Sparks. And, of 
this, I know thou art ſenſible. 

Well ! ro makethe beſt Conſtruction of it :

I ho- 
nor all the Baſſa's and Miniſters of rhe Im- 
perial Port: I ſhew to every one the Reſpect 
that is due to his Qza/zty : But I am com- 
manded ro write with Freedom to all,” and 
not to ſpeak, as if I had the Bearded Head of 
a Barly-Stalk on my Tongue, which is apr 
to ſlip down a Man's Throat, and threatens 
ro choak him that ſpeaks whullt ir is in his 
Mouth. This Charge I firſt receiv'd from 
the Jate V:zz:zr Az2m, Mahomet, and it has 
been fince renew'd with, freſh Inſtructions 
from others of Great Authority, They all 
rell me with much Aſſurance, That one chief 
End of my being plac'd here is, that being

For, it ſeems, this is judged the moſt rea- 
dy and effectual Merhod, ro reform the Cors 
ruprions that are crept into Court, Campand 
Ciry : Since every Man is oblig'd ro commu- 
nicare the Letrers which he receives from me: 
And they areall Reg:i#red by thyCare: Where- 
by the Grandees are compell'd, either to live 
within the Limits of Juſtice, and their Dury, 
cr eſſe to be the Diſcoverers of rheir own 
Faulrs : Which wgll unvoidably bring them 
inte Diſgrace, if not the Lofs of their Li- 
berty and Lives; or atleaſt pur them ro the 
Expence of coſtly Preſents, ro' make their 
Atonement.

Moon 
of this Year, murderd by V:lains in his 
Chamber at Madrid, the Capital Ciry of Spain, 
There has been alſo a Grear Battle fought in 
Scotland, between the Army of that Natron,

Much more aflur'd is the French King, of 
his Guards of Switzers ; whoſe Fidelity was 
never ſtaind , with the leaſt Infamous 
Brand of Perfidiouſneſs, in taking up Arms 
againſt rheir Maſter whoſe Bread they eat. 
Theſe are Mercenary Soldiers, who travel our 
of their Native Country, to ſerve Foreign Prin- 
ces;and will ſhed the laſt drop of their Blood, 
rather than betray their Truſt. Therefore 
they are admitred into the Palaces, and nigh 
the Bed-Chambers of rhe Pope and rhe King 
of France, with full Confidence of their Va- 
lour and Integrity. 

As for their Country, it is barren and poor 
conſiſting chiefly of Rocks and Defarrs:Which 
occaſions the Yourh, who are generally very 
ſtrong and hardy, ro ſeek their Subſiſtence A- 
broad, by ſerving in the Guards and Armies 
of Neighbouring Monarchs and States. 

Some Regiments of the Switzers, now 
ſerve in the F/ars of Candy, under the Stan- 
dard of Venice. 

There are Veſſels arriv'd larely in ſome of 
the French Harbours, which bring News of 
the T!1 Succeſs of our Arms in the Sicre of 
Candia, the Chief Ciry of that INand. They 
talk, as if above Two Thouſand Muſſulmmrs 
were btown up in the Ninth Moon ;- and 
that Chuſaein Baſſa, diſcourag'd by this Loſs 
and with the Iriconventences of the approact= 
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ing Winter, was forc'd to taile the Szege, in 
the Moon of Ofober, 

The French magnify the Valour of the 
Knights of Malta, who fignaliz'd themſelves 
by many brave Actions, during this Szege, 
And if all be true, that is related of theſe 
Chiſtian Champions, we cannot in common 
Juſtice deny 'em their due Character, and 
number ſome of them at leaſt among the 
Hero's. 

Otherwiſe, we ſhou'd come ſhort of theſe 
Weſtern Nazarenes in Generoſity, who with 
no leſs honourable Expreflions, extol the re- 

ated Courage, and invincible Conſtancy of 
the Illuftrious Chuſaein, and the Alacrity of 
allthe Muſſulman Soldiers, in the Service of 
our Great Maſter. 

Yer they cannot forbear reflecting on the 
Cowardice of the Fanizaries ; who after that 
fatal Blow, had they ſtoutly maintain'd their 
other Poſts, that brave Baſſa wou'd nor ſo 
foon have quitted the Szege of this Important 
Place. 

As for other News, I have little to acquaint 
thee with, ſave a ſeeming Calm ar ce in 
this Kingdom of France, Which has for the 
greatelt Part of the Year, been haraſs'd with 
Civil Diſcords and Slaughters. - Bourdeaux, 
the Chief City, which held our againſt rhe 
Eing, is now reduc'd to Obedience, the pa- 
cify'd Monarch retired, and an Appearance of 
Peace. 

The Queen of Sueden, we hear, was ſolemn- 
:t Crowned in. the Tenth. Moon of the laſt 
EE det I 
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Year, having declar'd for her Succeſſor, Carc- 
lus Guſtavus, Prince-Palatine, and her Cou- 
ſin. 
In the ſame Moon, died the Prince of O- 
range 3; and ſoon after, the Count d' Avaux, 
a French-Grandee, and Miniſter of State. 

In the mean Time, I rejoyce to hear, thar 
my old Friends are alive and Flouriſhing ; 
and, that the Knor is not looſened, which 
was tyed in our Touth, May it continue firm, 
ro the Day of the Earthquake, and to a Term 
Unlimited.

JN the Name of God and his Prophet, whar 
Occafion hadſt thou to ſend me ſuch an an- 
gry Letter; Thou thar arr thy ſelf bur a Slave, 
2s Tam, to the Slaves of him, whoſe Throne 
is above the Flight of the Eagle! Doſt thou 
think ro frighren Mahmut into a ſordid Com- 
pliance with thy Ambition, whom Nothing 
can terrify, ſo-long as he preſerves himſelf 
free fromany Stain of Diſloyalry ? I tell _ 
m. 
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adviſe thee, to forbear threatning. Ir 1s a Re. 
flection on thy Prudence, ro menace a Man 
who has no other Reſentments of thy Paſſion, 
than to: own himſelf oblig'd ro thee, for 
ſo open a Diſcovery of it. Would'ft have the 
very Spleen of my Humour ? T ſmile ar thee. 
Thou haſt made me as Jocund as Democritus. 
If thou know'ſt not who I mean ; He was a 
pleaſanr ſort of a Philoſopher, ro whom all Hu- 
man Actions, were Objects of Mirth. There 
was another whining Sage, that perperually 
wept. The moſt Comical Paſſages, and ſuch 
as mov'd all Men to Laughter, drew Floods 
of Tears from his Eyes. His Name was He- 
raclitus, Tr 1s hard to determine, which 
of theſe Two was in the Right. ButI 
think T am not much in the Wrong, to be a 
little pleaſant with thee. Perhaps, it may 
pur thee into a better Humour. However, 1 
would not have thee be diſpleas'd with rhy 
ſelf, for being of ſo peeviſh a Diſpoſition. 'Tis 
obſerv'd, That Patonate Men are always belt 
Nartur'd, and free from ſecret Malice. Choler 
is as neceſſary as our Blood. Without the Lat- 
ter, we cou'd norlive ; and if we were void 
of the Former, our Lives wou'd be as Una- 
five, as that of Snails and Oyſters, We 
ſhou'd be abſolure Drones. 

Hippocrates, the famous Phyſician, ſays 
This Complexion is the moſt Noble of all the 
Four,transforming Men to Heroes, and refining 
our Earthly Mold, to a Conſtitution like thar 
of the Immortal Gods; whoſe Bodies, according 
ro the Poers, conſlift wholly of an Erherea! 
Flame. There- 
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I'm another Achilles, Inyalnerable all oyer, 
ſave rhe Soles of my Feet, which are the Em- 
blems of our moſt render Afet#:ions, There 
thou may'{t wound me, with the ſoft Ar- 
rows of pretended Friendſhip. Bur if once 
thou appeareſt, with the Naked Face of an 
Enemy, I'm preſently on my Guard. 

Thou acculeſt me of many Crimes, where- 
of I was never Guilty, loadeſt me with a 
Thouſand undeſerved Reproaches, and all ro 
ventthyCholer: Threatning me withRevenge, 
becauſe I once excus'd the Lareneſsof my Ad- 
dreſs ro Minezim Aluph Baſſa, then newly 
Veſted by our Munitficent Swtan, by laying 
the Blame on the Badneſs of the Ways, or the 
Inſolence of Soldiers by whom the Poſts arc 
often intercepted in Time of Far: or, in 
Fine, on thy Neglect in not ſupplying me 
with more early Intelligence. Wherein 'ris 
eaſy ro diſcern, That thou wert the laſt I 
wou'd accuſe to thar Miniſter, though thou 
wert Principally in the Fault. For I was after- 
wards inform'd, that the Poſts were neither 
retarded by any Impaſſuble Roads, or ſtopp'd 
by the Orders of Military Men, bur arriv'd 
here at their accuſtom'd Seaſons. Where- 
fore thou haſt no Reaſon ro be offended ar 
me, unleſs it be for the Shortneſs of my Ac- 
cuſation, and thar it was defective in Malice. 

Thou wouldft rake ir ill, if in my own 
Defence I ſhould complain to the Vizir Azem, 
of thy frequent Neglects jn this Kind. BurT 
ſcorn to vindicare myſelf, ar the Price of a- 
nother Man's Diſgrace and Peril, Only I 
adviſe 
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/Therefore be not diſcouraged, neither re- 
pine at a Temper, which ranks thee among 
thoſe, ro whom Sacrifices are made. On the 
other Side, take it not amiſs from Mahmur, 
if he tells thee, he has not Devotion enough, 
ro become thy Voluntary Vitim. 

Yer if I cannot be ſo obſequious as to throw 
my ſelf away, by acknowledging Crimes 
wherein I was neyer concerned,and for which 
T have a Narural Abhorrence; reſt ſarisfy'd at 
leaſt, That I will ſerve, thee as far as I can, 
without entrenching on the Dury I owe to the 


Grand Signior. And be aſſured, I will do 


thee no Harm, ſo long as thou obſeryeſt thar 
Rule. 

In fine, 1 adviſe thee to order thy Steps 
like a Man that is walking in the Bogs of E- 
2ypt, where if he obſerve the Track of thoſe 
who have gone before him, he may be ſafe; 


bur if his Foot flips, he Sinks in the Mzre..

They were teleasd by an Order from the 
King, on the 13th Day of this Moon, and 
arriv'd in this City on the 16th, which was 
Yeſterday, attended by a numerous Cavalcade, 
conſiſting of ſome Princes, divers of the No- 
bility and Gentry, and one wou'd think, of 
Half the Citizens of Pars. Even thoſe who 
triumph'd laſt Year, and made Bonfires for 
their Confinement; Yeſterday throng'd out 
pf the City, to welcome them Home with 
\cclamations of Joy, and ro congratulate 
heir Releaſe. So fickle and inconſtant a 
Thing is the Multitude, driven hither and 
hither, with every Artificial Declaration of 
tateſmen or Prerence of Fa#1on. 

Bur there were divers Princes and Noble- 
men, who from the Firſ* Hour of their being 
[eiz'd,” reſolv'd not to leave a Stone unturn'd 
o procure their Freedom. The Grandees 
hat were their Friends, retir'd to their Go» 
ernments, and rais'd Rebellions in the Provin- 
es. All the Kingdom was haraſs'd with C7-

Sultans. Theſe Princes 'enjoy -all that and I © 
more by Inheritance, which out Grandes fl W 
acquire only by their Merits, and the Smiles 
of their Soverezgn. Hence it is, thar their In- W 
tereſt is-rivetred in the Hearts-of the People, MW": 
who revere the Blood Royal, in whatſoever YG 
Channel ir runs. B 

Therefore thinking Men blame the Car- St 
dinal's Condutt in this Aﬀair ; ſaying, Thete 
was neither Fyſtice nor Policy in it. Indeed, 
Ht a Man's Witis to be meaſur'd by the Snccels 
of his Contrivances,the Cenſure of theſePeople 
1s true. For the' Cardinal feems to have 
made a Trap for himſelf. 

Afoon as he perceiv'drh2King was prevaild 
on by the Importuniity of his Uncle, the Duke 
of Orleans, and the Parliament of Pary, to 
releaſe the Princes, and thar they had ar the 
ſameTimeearneftly begg'd of him, that thisMs- 
niſter might be removy'd from rheCourt;he ſud- 
denly pack'd up his Moveables, and with-drew 
privately towards the Place, where the Prin 
«es 
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ces were Confin'd : Hoping, that though he 
had loſt his Firſt Point, yer he might make an 
indifierent Afrer-Game, by going in Perſon 
to the Royal Priſoners, and afluring rhem, 
'twas to him they ow'd their Releaſe ; ſince 
it was in his Power to carry 'em away with 
him, as alſo thoſe who brought 'em the King's 
Mandate. For, he travell'd not without a 
conſiderable Guard. 

'Tis ſaid, the Princes receiv'd him with 
ſeeming Compliments and Addrefſes of Ci- 
vility ; promiſing their Friendſhip ro the 
Cardinal, now a Voluntary Exile, and in a 
worle Condirion than themſelves. 

It is very ſtrange that ſo great a Miniſter, 
who inherired all that Ab/o/ute Power, which 
his Predeceſſor Richlieu had at this Court , 
ſhould rhus on a Sudden abandon his Forrune. 
Bur it is thought, he is not gone to pick 
Straws. 

However, he has by this timely Flight, a- 
voided rhe Diſpleaſure of ſecing himſelf com- 
pell'd ro depart by an Arre# of Parliament, 
whici was publifhed within Two Days after 
he was gone 3 commanding him to depart the 
Kingdom, within Fifteen Days. 

The Wiſe Miniſter, foreſaw this Diſgrace 
approaching, and therefore thought ir more 
becoming his Honour, to depart of his own 
Accord : Having till the Advantage, to re- 
proach the State with Ingraritude , in that 
they have reduced to ſuch Streights, the Man 
by whoſe Auſpicions Conduct, France had 

en elevated to an Extraordinary Grandeur 
In Europe, By 
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By this thou mayſt comprehend, Illuftriou 
Baſſa, that there is no Stability in Hum 
Greatneſs ; bur that the heels of a Conrtier' 
Life, run through Unequal Tracks , often 
ſticking in the Mzre of the Villey, and naWan 
ſeldom threatning to overthrow a Man, and 
caſt him Headlong from the Precipice of 1 
Mountain. Againſt theſe Inconſtant Turns ol 
Fortune, T adviſe thee to be arm'd with 
Moderation ; ſince no Man can avoid his

"Twas kindly done of thee, ro remembet lic 
thy Sick Uncle's Requeſt, when thou wer to 


at Aleppo, in making Ob/ations for his Health 
to 
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o Sheigh Boubac, the Santone ; and diftri- 
buting Corban to the Pcor, in Honour of Syn- 
Wine Fiſſa. 
Thou haſt ſenr me a large and ſatisfactory 
Account of thy Obſervations' in Aſia : Yet1 
am ſorry, thou hadft nor Time ro penetrate 
into the Rel/igon and Secrets of the Indian 
Bramins. IT am more ambitious, to pry into 
the Wiſdom and Learning of thoſe Philoſophers, 
an into any otherSfecies of Knowledge what- 
ſoever. Methinks, 'tis pity the Records of fo 
vaſt an Antiquity, ſhou'd be conceal'd from 
he Reſt of the F/orld, and only known to 
hoſe Happy Prieſts, I proteſt, 'tis impoſſible 
or me to think of it without Envy. Bur per- . 
haps, it isthe Jill of Heaven, to lock up thoſe 
— EMyeries in the Remoteſt Provinces of the 
Eaſt, as a Reward of their Conftancy, in ad- 
ering, to the Traditions of their Fathers, which 
know no Origin ; and as a Reproach to all 
ther Nations, who in Matters of Religion, 
have been Mutable as the H/inds. 

I have convers'd with ſeveral Feſuits and 
thers, who have been in the Indies; bur they 
ſeem to relate all things Partially, out of a 
Natural Averſion for the Manners of the Eaſt : 
ar MAnd I knew nor how to diſprove'em trill my 
lo EBrother Peftelihali undeceived me. He has al- 
lat vifited thoſe Parts, and refided a confide- 
hee. EWrable Time in China. Ir is a difficult Thing 
t offor a Traveller, to keep himſelf within the 

" WBounds of Truth in his Relations; bur, I be- 
\bet Wlieve, he has not exceeded. Thy Fournal 
- touches bur lightly rhe Indian Afﬀairs, ns 
"all 2- 
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having Leiſure, as thou telleſt me, ro obſerye 
much. However, thou haſt made Amends 
in thy Relations of Perſia, Tartary, and the 
Land of the Curds. 

I depend much on thy Promiſe of ſending 
me a Fournal of thy Travels in Africk, To 
tha.: Quarter of the orld,T am much a Strar- 
ger ; nor having met with any 'Authentick 
Relation, of the Regions in the South. 

Ir ſeems, rhou haſt been in Athiopia, Li- 
bya, Egypt ; and, in Fine, all over the Tor- 
rid Fone. 

Hiſtorians tell Wonderful Things of thele 
Parts. Herodotus mentions a Sort of People in 
Africk, whoſe Bodies were more Venomous 
than Serpents. Theſe affronted once- at the 
IVinds, tor driving the Sands of Libya into 
their Country, and filling up all rheir Well 
and Streams, enter'd into a Mar againſt the 
Kingdom of Molus; bur the South Wind met 
'em in their March, and bury'd 'em under 
Mountains of Du#t. 

I do not repreſent this ro thee as a Truth, 
tho' related by that Learn'd Grecian. Thou 
may'it repure it for a Fable, as I do. Bur It 
this Paſſage be a Hint, that I expect from thee 
none bur ſolid Remarks. | 

It wou'd pleaſe me to be affard of one 
Thing, which perhaps thou haſt heard of when 
thou waſt in Barbary. Very credible Authors 
report, . that when the Phenicians were cr- 
pell'd by the I/-ae/ites, and driven into this 
Corner of Africk, they ſet up Two Pillrrs of 
Marble, whereon they Engrav'd theſe Words,

The. Fir Invention of Ships, is by ſome 
aſcrib'd ro theſe People, whom Neceffity 
raught to ſcek Reſt on the Unquiet Ocean ; 
ſince the more Turbulent Sons of Faceb,wou'd 
not permit them to enjoy any Repoſe on the 
Land, having haraſs'd *'em from one Place ro 
another, till ar length they drove 'em ro the 
very Borders of the Earth. Bur, thou know'ſt, 
the Chineſes pretend ro the U/e of Ships, ma- 
ny Thouſand Years before this Depredation 
of the Iſraelites, Every Nation aims to be 
cſteem'd the moſt Ancient. And when there 
was formerly a Diſpute berween the Egypti- 
ans and Scythians on this Point, it was ad- 
juſted in Favour of the Latter ; but the Chre- 
nologies of the Chineſe and Indians, far exceed 
all others in the /or/d.

I deſire thee to inform me, Whether thay 
haſt ever ſeen or heard of ſuch an Altar, when 
thou wert in thoſe Parts. You Traveler, 
muſt expect this Kind of Trouble from your 
Friends. Every Body is Naturally Inquif- 
tive, and Defirous of Knowledge. 

"Twill be acceptable alſo, ro ſend me an 4b. 
ſtrat of the Preſent State of Fez. Iſhould 
be glad ro hear of the Health of Abde/ Melec 
Muli Omar, the Superiour of the Magnife 
cent College in that City, builr by A! Habu 
Emnnor, King of the Country, They fay, it 
coſt him Two Hundred and Forty Thouſand 
Sequins. 

'Tis added, Thar in Fez there is a Moſque 
near Half a League in Circuit : In which are 
as many Gates, as there be Days in the Revo- 
{ution of a Moon. And that the Number of 
the P:z/ars which ſupport it, is equal to the 
Year of the Hegira wherein it was Founded: 
being encompaſs'd alſo, by Seventeen High 
Mzinarets; beſides Innumerable Domes and Te+ 
raſſes. Having alſo goo Lamps burning in it 
by Night, and 300 M/indows to let in the 
Light of the Day. The Revenue of this fa- 
mous Meſque, is ſaid to be 36500 Sequins a 
Year. They relate many other things of Fez, 
and the Provinces belonging to ir. Of all 
which, I deſire thee to ſend me a Diftin& 
Account. 

T had almoſt forgot one Paſſage, which 
have read in the Ancients, concerning a cer- 
rain 
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tain ſubtle African, whoſe Name wag P/a+ 
hon. This Man had train'd up a Parrot, to 
repeat very frequently thcſe Words, Pſa- 


phon 1s a Great God. When the Bir had per- 


fey learn'd his Leſſon,he ler ir looſe; which 
being accuſtom'd tro a Domeltick Life in a 
Cage, fled nor preſently to- the Fields, but 
perch'd on the Temple of the Town, where it 
was heard by the People, to ' utter the afore- 
ſaid Sentence aloud, and very ofren. They, 
Tgnorant of the Quality, of Parrots, and led 
with Native Superſtition, eſteem'd itan Ora- 
cle from Heaven. Wherefore immediately 
flocking to the Houſe of P/aphon, they offer'd 
Sacrifice ro him, and in all Reſpects treated 
him as a Divinzty. 

Whether this Story be rrue or no, 'tis cer- 
tain, 1do/atry had no better Foundation, than 
Artificeand Lyes : Unleſs we ſhall conclude 
with the Poet, That Fear made the Fir Gods 
in the World. Couſin, ler there be a frequent 
Intercourſe between us. Ir will be profitable 
to thee and me.

Ikings, that Learn'd Tutor of the Royal

{imce the Time he acknowledg'd his Faulr 
with much Candor and Ingenuity.) Twas 
that Athenian Sophiſt, who debauch'd the 
Integrity of my Conſm Solyman; and perſwa- 
ded the Unwary Youth, to enter intoa Con- 
ſpiracy againf his Uncle. Bur I repreherded 
my Kinſman's Folly in one Letter ; and his

Theſe wereBarbarousCures of untimely ]Jea- 
loufies ; and itis Piry that ſuch Royal Maſſz 
cres, ſhou'd ever be repeated again. Why 
ſhou'd tize Poſterizy of Qttoman, be in this 
Regard the only, Unfortunate Princes on 
Earth ? Were it nor nuch more Nable, and

Poſſefſions, whilſt they negle& the General. 
Conſervation and Defence- of Chriſtendom, 
from the Impetuow Torrents of our Invincible 
Armies. 

The Elefor of Brandenburgh, is enter'd in-. 
to the Dutchy of Mons with conſiderable 
Forces, pretending to adjuſt, I know not 
what Differences, between thoſe whom they

Bnr in 
ſhort, it appears, that notwithſtanding all 
the frict Provifion that was, or could be 
made :; this grear Eſtate, after it had remain'd: 
Sixty Years Unr:ed, was ar Length Divi- 
ded berween Two Princes, both claiming 
an Equal Righr ro the. pole ; yer to pre- 
vent Wars, and Effuffion of Blood, each 
was contented with Ha! Theſe were YFolf* 


any, 
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gang, Duke of Newburgh ; and Erneft] Mar- 
queſs of Brandenburgh.' In whoſe Families, 
the Parted Succeſſion has continued to this 
Day. | 

The Occafion of rhe prefent Quarrel, is 
their Difference of Religion ; the Duke of 
Newburgh being a Catholich, and he of Bran» 
denburgb a Proteſtant.. It ſeems, the Brandene- 
burghers had formerly made Inrodes on thoſe 
of Mons and Fukers, carrying away Cap» 
tive their Prieſts and Deros/es from their 
Altars and Convents, and detaining them in- 
Servitude, for many Years, contrary ro cer- 
rain Articles that had been drawn up be- 
rween 'em. They allo uſed them with great 
Cruelty, and committed a Thouſand Inſolen- 
ces on the Roman Inmeaums, wheye-ever they 
got 'em. in their Power. 

Thus their Afﬀairs cominu'd, rill the fare 
Apreement at Munſter. Since which Time, 
the Duke of Newburgh endeavoured to free 
his Subjects from rheir former Calamities,and: 
reſtore things to their Ancient Stare. 

The EleFor of Braudeuburgh, making rhis 
an Occafion of MH/ar, has now invaded the 
Dominzons of theſfaid Duke. 'He is nut gone 
in Perſon, bur has fent a good Seldier,- whom 
they call Othbo Sparr, with Four Thoufand:

He talks of nothing, bur reſto- 
ring the People of Fuliers and Mons to their 
Ancient Liberties and Rights, both in C:i/ 
and Religious Marters ; promiſing the faireſt

and receives his Armies with Friendſhip:On the 
other fide, rhreatning to treat thoſe who refiſt 
him; with the urmoſt Severity that is due to 
Traytors and Rebels. And all this, for the Sake 
of Two or Three Inſignificant Ceremonies 
and Opinions, wherein they differ; mere 
Trifles, Litteral Whimſfies, the Sport of their 
DoRors, the Spawn of wanton and Luxuri- 
ant Brains.

Thy Letrer is a Miſcellany of Friendly 
Complaints and Compliments. Thou g1- 
veſt me a Character, to which I do not 
pretend. *Tis true, indeed, and IT thank God 
and my Good Stars for it , *thar T was nor 
born Blind, - Deaf or Dumb. Nature gone 
me my Senfes free from any Manifeft Detect ; 
and I have an Indifferent good Memory. 
When T was Young, I had an Inclination 
to read Books ; and Fortune has fince fa- 
your'd me, with many Opportunities for 
thar Purpoſe. Bur T found the moſt profita- 
ble Sr-udy to be, that of MT SELF, to 
which alt the Laborious Pains of the Schools 
and Academies, ſerve only asa certain Gra- 
dation and Diſcipline. Nay, without theſe 
a Man may atrain all the Knowledge thar is 
Neceſfary to the Accomplifhment of his Na- 
ture ; for ſo did the Firſt Philoſophers, bee 
fore Books or Letters were extant. Tf thou 
wilt be perfectly Wiſe, read the 4A L C On 
RAN, and the / NIVERSE; Aﬀer 
that, peryſe THT SELF. Thou wilt find, 
Matter of Wonder and es 
Each ; 
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Each ; but moſt of all, in the Laſt: For May 
is a Medley of all Things. 

Were this Leſſon well learn'd and pradtis'd 
in the Court of France, there wou'd not be 
ſo many little Quarrels among theſe Infidel: ; 
or at leaſt, ſuch Petty Originals, woud nat 
produce ſo many Fatal Conſequences. 

From the Firſt Time the Prince of Conde 
with his Brothers, were releas'd from their 
Impriſonment (whercof I have given an Ac- 
count to Minezim Aluph) there appeard 
much Coldneſs in the .

with greater Advantage. The Horror of hi 
Firſt Impriſonment, is yer fix'd in his Mind; 
from whence it will not be eaſie to efface it 
Three Principal Servants of the Queen, wet 
Baniſh'd, ro remove his Fears: For, he im 
gin'd them ro be Inſtruments of Correſpor- 
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dence berween the Queen and his old Ene- 
my, Cardinal Mazarini, Yet ſhe publiſh'd 
a Declaratzon, fignifying, That the Cardinal 
ſhould be for ever Baniſh'd, not only from the 
Court, but from the Kingdom. 

And this Mcon, the King being come of 
Age, invited the Prince to the Ceremonies uſual 
on ſuch Occaſions : Which Conde apprehended 
as'a Snare, and (o fled out of Pars. 

The Evenr of rhceſe Emergencies, is yet in 
the Secret Pages of Deſtiny : Bur in all Like» 
lyhood, a Civil War will follow. People are 
whiſpering, caballing and making Parties on 
both Sides. All the Powder in Paris, is engrof- 
ſed and gone ; but no body knows by whom. 
Some ſay, the Prince is poſted into Flanders ; 
others report, thar he 1s retir'd to his own Go- 
vernment, there to raiſe an Army. The moſt 
knowing averr, That were-ever he is, he has 
Two Hundred Thouſand Sequins in Bank, to 
give Life to his New Deſigns, let them be what 
they will. 

Think not this News of ſmall Importance, 
Serene Baſſa : But when thou heareſt of rhe 
Civil Wars among Chriſtians, eſpecially in the 
Realm of France, the Firſt, and moſt Vifte- 
ous Empire of the Weſt, look on'thy Right 
Hand and on thy Left ; for our Holy Prophet, 
or his Herald, is near at Hand.

Thy Exploits among the Curds and 
Georgians, are not unknown in thele Parts. 
The Franks that travel in the Eq#, have 
tranſported hither ſuch a Character of thy 
Magnanimous Actions, as makes all Men ot 
Honour in Love with thee : And I have 
concerv'd a particular Veneration for thy 
Vertues. May God encreaſe them with thy 
Hours, and grant thee a Mzcz9poly of Bliſs. 

Thou art plac'd i in an Eminent Se, 2t, and 
may'tt with Reaſon be call'd Ld of Lords, 
as thy Title imports ; for thon art Pejſe/or 
of the Terreſtrial Paradiſe, if we may give 
Credit ro the Trad: +ion of the "odor S. 
They re!l us, thar for a Time Adam dwelt 
there, with his Second we - and that rhe 
particular Place of his Abode was in Ifland, 
encompaſs'd with the, Rivers Euphy1tes, Ty- 
gr, Pifen, and Gihon.

All the VVeſt of Aſia, have a profound Re- 
ſpect for this Country. And the Fews relate 
ſtrange Stories of a Tree in Drierbekir, which 
grew Five Hundred Miles high, in the 
Days of Adam ; which they ſay, was cut 
down by an Ange!, leit Man ſhould climb 
to Heaven by it before his Time. For, it 
ſeems, Ambition was a Vice, early as our Na- 
rure; and Adam was no ſooner ſenfible that he 
was a Man, bur he aſpir'd to be a God, or 
ſomething like One : So great a Charm there 
is in Honour and Authority. 

They ſay alſo, that Abraham was born 
in this Region. However, 'tis certain, if rhere 
be any Certainty in Records and Hiſtories, 
that he reſided there a conſiderable Time. 
Burt rhou knoweſt beſt, what Traditions thy 
Subjefs have of theſe Things. 

The Chineſe and Indians laugh at all this, 
as a Romance of Later Date, than their Cyre- 
micles; which make thoſe Extremirics of rhe 
- Eaſt, ro be the Stage of the fir Morral-. 
Inſtead of Adam and Eve, or 4/i!eth , they 
afſert the Names of the Origina! Parents of 
Mankind, to be P.mzon and Parzona : Whole 
Off-ſpring, they ſay, continu'd Ten Millions 
of Years; but at length, were all de{troy'd 
from the Earth, by a Temp?ſt from Heaven. 
Afrer whom, they tell us, God created Lo 
tiz1m, a Man with Two Horns, each as big 
and tall as a Tree in that Country, which 
they call the Plant of God, beins the Largelt 
and Firſt of all Vegetables. This Mans 
Horn! 
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Horns being Prolifick , according to their 
Tradition; our of the Right, ſprang a Thou- 
ſand Men every Day for a 7 a9” Ar Years 
and as many Women our of the Left, in the 
ſame Space. From whom deſcended all 
Mortals of both Sexes to this Day; tho' we 
are much diminiſh'd in Bulk, through the 
General Decay of Human Nature. For, 
theſe People affirm, That the Firſt Race of 
Men, were all Gyants: Bur that through In- 
temperance and other Vices, their Off=-/pring 
ſhrunk by degrees into ſmaller Dimentions, 
till ar Length they arrivd at the preſent 
Stature,and appear'd like P/2mies in Compa- 
riſon of the Primitive Sons of Lontizam. In 
Confirmation of this the Indians ſhew to Tra- 
velers, ſome of their Temples hewn out of 
vaſt Rocks, with the Images of thoſe Gigan- 
eick Men, who they ſay were employ'd in 
the Work. Theſe they honour, as Hero's or 
Demi-God's. 

I do not relate this for Truth, bur only ro 
divert thee, in repreſenting the different O- 
pinions of Men. God only knows, how ro 
ſeparate the Truth from Fa!ſhood in Hiſto- 
ries. 

Bur to return to D/-rbehir : This Country 
is Famous for the Tower of Babel, built by 
Nimrod and his Followers; at what Time, 
the Lanzrzges were confounded, as Moſes

We have nor got 
an Inch of Grovnd in C.::47z, during the laſt 
Campaigne, but 109% many Thouſands of Men, 
and brought the N-?me of the Sublime Port 
and Vierriow Muſſu/mans, into Contempt 
and Scorn.. Where the Fault tes, Go4 knows. 
"Tis too Melancholy a Theme, to infilt on

all his Phzloſophy, this ſhort Poſition and Infe- 
rence, I THINK, THEREFORE 
TY AM. In this alone he is Dogmatical.al- 
lowing a Lawful Sceprici/m, in all the Un- 
certain Dedutions which may be drawn from 
It, 

Pardon me, Qracu!ous Sage, if Texpoſe be- 
fore thee my Infirmities. I am Naturally di- 
ſiruftful of all Things. This Temper puts 
me upon Perpernal Thinking. And that very 
Act convinces me, of the Truth of my Being, 
according to the Method of this Philofepher. 
But M7at Tam, T know not. Sometimes 1 
Phanſie my ſelf, no more rhan a. Dream or 
TJea of ©1] thofe other Things, which Men 
commotniy believe do Really Exit : A mere 
Imagination of Pofiihilities. And, thar all 
which wecall rhe ZP/or/d, is but one Grand 
Chimara, or Nothing in Maſquerade. 

Ar other Times, when theſe wild Thoughts 
are vaniſhed,and my Spirits tired in the Pur- 
fuir of ſuch Abſtratted Whimſics begin to 
ſfiag, and that my Lower Senſe awak'd by 
fome preſent Pain or Pleaſure, rouzes my 
Neeping Appetires : when T am touch'd with 
Hunger, Thirſt, or Cold, or Hear, and find 
experimentally, I am Something that, cannot 
bea mere Thought or Dream,but of a Com- 
poſition which ſtands in Necd of Mear, Drink, 
Garments, and-other Neceffaries : Then, ra- 
ther than frer my ſelf with Vain and Endleſs 

Scruti- 
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Scrutinies, I ramely conclude, IT am thar 
which they call a Man, I lay the Scept:ch a- 
ſide, ahd without any farther Scruples or 
Doubts, fall roundly to eating, drinking, or 
any other Refreſhments my Nature craves 
for. 

Bur no ſooner have I rafted theſe Deligttts, 
when my Old Diſtemper returns again. I * 
then conſider my ſelf as a B2ing, capable of 

appineſs or Miſery in ſome Degree, as I 

all poſiets els or Want thoſe very Delights 
{ juit before enjoyed., This is a ſufficient 
Damp to a Thinking Man, when he knows, 
that he ſtands in Necd of any "Thing out of 
himſelf. Bur 'tis far greater, when he will 
take the Pains fh number all the Train of his 
Particular Neceflities, which he is nor ſure 
he ſhall always be able ro ſupply. 

This makes me preſently conclude, Thar 
5 I'am indebted to Other Creatures for my 
ſenſible Happineſs, ſo I owe my very B-inz 
ro Something beſide my ſelf. 1 examine my 
Original, and find Tam born of Men and Wo- 
men, who were in the ſame Indigent Cir- 
cumances as my ſelf: And thar it is nor 
only ſo with my Particular Family, but winh 
all Mankind ; our whole Human Race, being 
born IN.z carat Men:l:c __ from the Winb. 
As ſoon as we breath the Vital Air, we Cry; 
and with thoſe T I 1articulate Prayers, -beg for 
Help and Prere:Yion from others, without 
whoſe gener —_ we could not fubiſt* a 
Moment : "4 poor and beggerly a thing is 
Man, from his Birth, This is the Condition 
iS 5 ot. 
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of 'all: Neither is a King any more exempt 
from this Common CharaRet of Mortals, than 
the Slave who ſweeps the Streets. 

If I could have reſted in this Thought, 1 
ſhould have been happy : For it would have 
had this Influence on me, either to con- 
vince me, that I ought to be content with 
the Condition to which I was born, or to rid 
my {elf our of fo deſpicable a State by 
Death. 

But alas, one Thought produces anothe : 
And from the Contemplation of our preſcat 
Milery in this Life, I fall ro thinking what 
will become of us after Death. For, as we 
know not What, or Where-we were before we 
came into this F/orld ; fo there is no Human 
Certainty, Whither we ſhall go, or in Mat 
Condition we ſhall be, when we leave it : And 
therefore, it would be an unpardonable Mad- 
neſs, to rhrow my ſelf headlong into a State 
of which 1 have no Account: And, to avoid 
the Little Miſeries of this Life, which muſt 
have an End one Time or other, caſt my 
felf down a Precipice (for ought I know) & 
Intolerable Tormants, which has no But- 
tom. 

I hear the Phzlo/ophers talk of Immortality, 
the Poets of ElyZzium, the Chriſtian Prieſts 
of Heaven, Hell, and Purgatory; the Indian 
Bramins of Tranſmigration. Bur I know not 
what, or which I haye Reaſon to believe, of 

«lf theſe, 
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I ſpeak afrer the Manner of Phloſophers ; 
for, if we come to Faith, rhe Cale is altered. 
Think nor, I befeech thee, thar I call in 
Queition the Sacred Oracles, .the Revelaticns 
of rhe ſent of God. Bur T only acquaint rhce 
how my Natural Reaſon hatters me with 
Doubts. 

I ſee Men every where profefling ſomeRe/#- 
210n or other ; paying Divine Honours to ſome 
Sup:riour Being, or Beings, according as they 
have been Educated : Which many Times 


remprs me to think, that Re//2:709 1s nothing 
bur the Efe#R of Education. 

Then I wonder, how Men when they 
come to Years of Diſcretion, and their Rea- 
on is able ro Diſtinguiſh, berween Things 
probable, and mere Romances, can ſtill retain 
the Errors of their Infancy. "Tis Natural for 
Children, to be wheadled or aw'd into a Be- 
lief of what rheir Parents, Nurſes, or Tutors 
reach them. But when they come of Age; 
they ſoon rectify their miſled Underſtandings, 
in all Things, fave the Aﬀairs of Religion. 
In rhis they are Children ftill, tenacious of 
the Sacred Fables of their Pr:i2/?s, and Obſti- 
nate in maintaining them, ſometimes even to 
Dearh. . 

It puzzles me tro find out the Cauſe of fo 
ſtrange an Effect, Thar Men otherwiſeendu'd 
wich Mature Judgment, and an extraordina- 
ry Sagacity in all Fhings clſe, ſhould yer be 
Fools in Matters of Rcligion, and . believe 
Things Inconſi/tent with the Common. Senſe 
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E could never give Credit to- the Hiſtories 
of the Ancient Pagans, which acquaint us 
with the devour Adoration they paid to the 
Ereatures of the Painter or Carver, did not 
E ſec the ſame practiſed among rhe Chriſtians: 
Or; rhar thoſe /i/e Men of Old, cou'd (wal. 
low the Forgerics of their Prieſts concerning 
their Gods and Goddeſſes, were I not an Eye- 
Witneſs, how bigotred the Modern Nzarenes 
are to the Legends of their Saints, and the 
Fews to thoſe more Ridiculous Figments of 
the Talm:is. 

[r perplexcs me, ro ſce Mankind generally 
labouring under ſo great a Darkneſs, not ſo 
mueh the Effect of Ignorance, as of Super- 
ftition :- To behold Men well ver'd in Sci- 
ences, and all Kinds of Human Learning ; yet 
Zealous Afﬀertors of manifeft Contradictions 
in Matrers of Divinity, rather than oppoſe, 
or {o wuch as examine the Traditions of their 
*OfOOYS, 

When I behold Mankind divided into fo 
many 1nanmerable Diferent Re/igions in the 
Pirid, all v.goroufly propagating their own 
Tenets, either by Subrilry or Violence, yer 

rw or none ſeeming by their Practice ro be- 
F.cve what they with fo much Ardour pro- 
toſs; T could almoſt think, thar theſe various 
Wiys of F/orſhip, were firit invented by P6- 
hHtic.7ns; each accommodating his Model to 
the Tnclinztions of the People whom he de- 
nend to Circumvent, 

But when on the other fide I confider.there 
appears ſometliing fo Natura! and oy 
£147 6 
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gnis'd in the Furious Zeal, and Unconquera- 
ble Obſtinacy of the Greaze# Part ;' I am 
as ready to Join with Cardan, and conclade, 
Thar all this Varzety of Religions, depends 
on the Different Influence of the Stars. This 
was a famous Philoſopher in Europe; and held, 
Thar the Religion of the Fews, ow'd its O- 
riginal to the Force of Saturn, that of rhe 
Chriſtians to Fupiter, and Ours to Mars.

To what Being, I ſay, ſhall 
I addreſs my Vows and Supplications, for all 
the Good thatl poſſeſs and want? Is it to any 
Thing that I have ſeen or can ſee, or thar I 
can repreſent to my ſelf under a Figure? Is it 
to any Part of the Univerſe, or no? No. To 
the whole Complex together? No. I have a 
Thouſand kind Thoughts tor the Sun, Moon 
and Stars, for the Elements, and many other 
Compound Creatures. My Soul, and that of 
the World, are VUniſons. Bur 'tis the Profound 
Depth of Eternity, the Infinize and Immortal, 
who is the Diapaſon, and makes perfe&t Har- 
MONY. 

To- that Being which has no Reſemblance 
neither is Divided into Parts, nor Circums 
ſerib'd with Limits ; whole Center is every 
where, Circumference no where ; Who hath 
neither Beginning nor End : To the only Om- 
nipotent, from whom all other Things flow, 
and to whom they all return ; To him I owe 

all that T have, and will pay whar I can, 

And ſomething by his Determination, I am 
Indebred, and will diſcharge ir ro thee, Orient 
Light of the Moreſco Muſſulmans ; that is, 
the Duty of an Humble Slave, in begging P.- 
don for this Preſumpticn.

Hadrilla, an Arabian Philoſopher, That 
all Men were at Firſt Created in a State of 
War : For this Sage, gave no Credit ro the 
Writings of Moſes, the Fewiſh Hiſtorian and 
Prophet;neither cou'd any Arguments perſwade 
him to believe, Thar all Mortals deſcended from 
Adam. *Twas an Article of his Faith, That 
in the Infancy of the World, Men were Form'd 
of the Prolifick Slime of the Earth, Impreg- 
nated by the Vigorous Warmth of the Sur, 
and that all other Animals had their Original 
in the ſame Manner: Bur that in Proceſs of 
Time, The Richneſs of the SeminalSoi/ being 
exhauſted by a continual Spontaneous Produ- 
on of Living Creatures, there was no other 
Way to perpetuate the Various Kinds of Be- 
inzs, and multiply the Individuals, bur by 
the Ordinary Method of Generation.

Footed Bea?.s, Fowls, Fiſhes, and Creeping

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Things 3, ſo Men aflum'd to themſelves, the 
Character of Rational Creatures: and a Prin- 
ciple of Self-Preſervation , was the Firit 
Ground of a 'Tacite and Common League be- 
tween Men, againſt the Reſt of their Fellow- 
Animals : Eſpecially againſt thoſe, which 
made a more frightfnl Figure on Earth than 
we do, and ſeem'd more Rapacious and [n- 
clin'd ro Miſchief ; ſuch as Dragons, Tygets, 
Bears, Lions, (9c. 

But notwithſtanding this General Afocia- 
rion of our Race, againlt the more Salvage and 
Fierce Troops of Beaſis;yer one Man ill ſtood 
upon his Guard againſt another, And all the 
Sons of the Earth, endeavour'd ro main- 
tain the Poſts which Nature had alorred 
each Man; That tis, the Place where he was 
firſt Form'd, and drew Breath. But Things 
cou'd not laſt long in this State : For, either 
by In/tin& or Reaſon (call it which you will. 
ſays this Author) Men being ſtreighrned for 
want of Fruits, or ſpurr'd on by fome ſecret 
Defire of Novelry, ſoon went out of their 
Bounds, and encounter'd. each other, more 
by Chance than Deſign : Whence aroſe the 
Fir!t Occaſions of Actual War. , For, every 
Stranger, appeard like an Invader : They 
Naturally ſtartled and ſu{peCted each other. 
Reciprocal Paſſions of Choler ſprung in their 
Breafis ;. and every Man to prevent the Effect 
of his own Fears and Apprehenſons, .ruſt/d 
on . his Neighbour: who was on the {ame 
Ground as ready for anAfſaulr a5 himſelf. Thus 
an Vniverſal War Commenc'd in the 7rd, 
whict 
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which by Various Methods of Improvemenr, 
was carried on by the Succeeding Generations 
and continu'd to the Preſent Times. 

As for the Original of Governments, the 
Particular Time cannot be derermin'd ; bur 
it may be ſuppoſed, That Men Generally find- 
ing the Inconvenience of theſe private  Perſo- 
nal Combats, and by Degrees arriving to grea- 
ter Maturiry of Experience, form'd them- 
ſelves at Firlt into little Societies and Friend- 
ſhips, or as they dwelr near one another, or 
as they agreed in ſome Common Incli- 
nations, Principles, and Intereſts. From 
which Small A/ciations,they gradually ſpread 
into Larger Communities, living under cer- 
rain Laws and Obligations of Mutual Peace, 
jntice and Afiſtance roward each other, and 
of Defence again{t their Common Enemies :

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This is the particular Game of the Spaniards,

The greateſt Part fayour'd him, and he re 
cciv'd infinite Carefſes from the Cirizens of 
Pars : But met with ſome Oppoſition from 
Perſens of Higher Rank, and more ſtedfalt 
Loyalty to the Crown. "The Duk? of Orleans 
is his greare't Friend, and one for whom the 
Parliament have a great Deference : Not fo 
mach in Cenremplation of his Wir and Po- 
licy, as for the Sake of his near Relation to 
the Crown; he being Uncle to the preſent 
King: WVhereby he has a Righr ro aſſume 
more Authority than others, in regularing 
the Diſorders of the Court ; among which, 
the greate(t is efteem'd, that of Cardinal Mt 
zarini's Return, ; 
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In a Word, both Parties ſerve themſelves 
of thoſe who have the greateſt Intereſt, and 
are molt likely ro compoſe the Quarrel. The 
Exil'd Queen of England, and her Son, who 
have taken SanFuary in this Kingdom from 
the Perſecutions of their Own SubjeRs , 
make it their Buſineſs, to mediate berween 
the Ceurt-Party, and the FaRion of the Prin- 
ces. 

The Prince of Conde alſo, ſent Deputies to 
the K/»g to repreſent ro him, Thar the only 
Means to give Quier to the State, was to ba- 
niſh the Cardinal-Miniſter : And as they 
were delivering their Addreſs, M1zarini came 
in ; at the Sight of whom, they aggravared 
their Charge, and faid to his Face, * Thar he 
* was the Cauſe of all the EVILS, which 
the Kingdom ſuffer'd. The Cardinal Interrup- 
' ting them, turn'd to the King, and ſaid, Sir, 
'Tt will not be Juſt, that ſo Flouriſhing a 
' Kingdom, and, ro whoſe Grandeur TI have 
* contribared all that lay in my Power, ſhould 
' ruin it ſelf for my ſake: Therefore, I hum- 
* bly entreat your Majeſty ro grant, thar I 
* may return to my own Country, or whi- 
* therſoever my Fortune ſhall call me. No, 
* ro, rep/y'd the Queen (not without ſome Paſ- 
* fion) This cannot be granted ; che King had 
' never more need of your Counſels, than at 
' this JunFure. We cannot conſent, that ſo 
* Serviceable a Man ſhould be Baniſh'd, only 
to humour his Enemies. Therefore, let us 
' hear no more of thar, 

The 
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The Deputies perceiving nothing of Hopes, 
return'd to Pars. Then the Parliament de- 
puted others to go to the King, and Remon- 
{trate . the Deplorable Stare of the Realm. 
This was done a few Days ago. 

In the mean time, we have been alarm'd 
here in this City, with daily Inſurrections of 
the Multitude. The Occaſion was, ſome 
private Orders which the Duke of Orleans had 
given to: the Provoſt of the Merchants, -rela- 
ting to his Charge, and rhe Welfare of the 
Ciry. This being miſunderſtood by the Peo- 
ple, who have nor the Senle ro diſtinguiſh 
the Good Offices of their Governors from In- 
juries, put 'em all into a Tumulr. They af- 
ſaulred the Prove in his Coach, as he was 
paſſing the Streers : And had he nor eſcaped 
into an Apothecary's Shop, they wou'd per- 
haps in their Fury, have torn him in Pieces: 
For ſo they ſery'd his Coach, as an after Re- 
venge. | 

I am weary ' of beholding the Malicious 
Quarrels of theſe Infide/s. But when I con- 
ſider, thar their Ditſcords will be Inſtrumental 
ro the Furure Conquelts of the True Believers, 
T am Parienr and Refign'd. | 

However, 'tis one Comfort to me in this 
Thorny S:.:t-07, that one Time or other, in- 
ſtead of the perpetual jangling of Bells in Pa- 
ris, TI may again have the Happineſs, to hear 
the Muzeins cry on the Mina-cts in Coſt une 
tinop/e, There is but One God, and Mahomet 
hy Prophet.

The Emperour aſtoniſh'd and pleas'd at this 
Paſſage, gave rhe $S/ave his Life and Freedom, 
beſtowing allo the Lyoz on him , which 
brought him in a Conſtant Livelyhood, by 
thewing him to all People ; who having 
heard of this Wonderful Accident, were deſi- 
rous to ſee both the Lyon and his Tenant: For 
ſo they ſtyl'd the Slave; and ſome call'd, him, 
the Lyon's Phyſician.

Whereas, in half that Time, our 
Invincible Forces might have over-run all

Thou wilt not think this an Impractica- 
ble Enterprize, when thou ſhalr contider the

{al Security and Voluptuouſneſs of the Inha- 
birants, and yer the Opprefitons and Tyran- 
ny they live under, being flecc'd and roit'd 
of all their Subſtance, ro maintain the Gran- 
deur of their Governours, aad tho Pride of the 
Clergy; which renders 'em equally diſguſted 
at their preſent Slaviſh Manner of Life, and 
defirous of a Change.

I rell thee, ſhou'd this be known and prov'd 
againſt thee, it would be to thy Ruine. But 
I hope better Things, 'and thar theſe are only 


the Surmizes of thy Enemies, For, . thou 
know?lt, 
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knowelt, that none ought to be admitted 
into that Ancient Order, but the Tributary 
Sons of the Nazarenes ; who being in their 
Infancy liſted in the Colſege, know 'neither 
Father nor.

TwoDays agoe, the Multitude afſembled 
in the Streets, and having beſer a certain Pa- 
lace in this City, they pur Fire to it, reſol- 
ving to killall that ſhould attempt to make 
their Eſcape, out of the Flames. A Per- 
ſon of Quality coming out ro pacify them, 
fell aVi#:im to their unbridl'd Rage : And 
had not the Duke of Beaufort (of whom TI 
have often made mention in my Letrers-) in 
terpos'd his Authority, they had murder'd all 
that were within thoſe ſuſpe&ted V Valls.

over the Danube, puts me in Mind of a 
certain French Nobleman of the” Prince of 
Conde's Party, who laſt Summer, being cloſc- 
ly purſu'd by ſome of the King's Horſe, and 
himſelf excellently mounted, leap'd Hedges 
and Ditches to avoid Captivity. Ar lengrh, 
they had chas'd him into a Corner of the 
Land ; from whence it was Impofible for 
him to efcape, but by ſwimming o'er a ſmall 
Arm of the Sea. VVhat Riſques will not a 
Man run, for the Love of Liberty ? This Per- 
{on, like an over-heated S-azg, perceiving his 
Hunters cloſe at his Heels, boldly leap'd on 
Horſe-back into the Sea ; chuſing rather to 
periſh in the Waters, than fall into his Ene- 
mies Hands. 

None were fo hardy, as - tro follow him 
through the Uncertain Waves. However, his 
Horſe being of matchleſs Strengrh, carry'd 
him ſafe over tothe Oppoſite Shore. As ſoon 
as he arriv'd at the next Tawn, where he had 
many Friends, he related this Wonderful 
Paſſage. Bur inſtead of cheriſhing his Hor/e,. 
for ſo Faithful and Invaluable a Service, he 
drew his Sword, and immediately kill'd the 
Beaſt thar ſav'd his Life: Saying, he did it 
for the Sake of Fame, being reſoly'd, that: 
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his Horſe ſhou'd never perform the like Ser- 
vice to any other Mortal. 

This was an UngratefulCaprice,and far from 
the Morality of Sultan Selim, the Son of Ba- 
jazet, who when his Truſty Horſe, Carabu- 
luc, had once ſav'd his Life by his extraordi- 
nary Swiftneſs ; he in Token of his 'Thank- 
fulneſs, builr a Stable on Purpoſe for him in 
a Large Encloſure of Meadows, allowing a 
Penſion to a Greom to wait on the Meritorious 
Beaſt, and give him his free Delight in all 
Things, as long as he livid ; Commanding, 
that he ſhou'd never more be forc'd to labour 
or travel. And ro complear the Happineſs 
of rhe B-+/7, he cull'd our ſome of thz Beau- 
tifull'it Myres of Arabs ro accompany him; 
charging allo, that the Doors of th? Stable 
ſhou'd be always open, for the Horſe to go 
in or out, and range when and where he 
pleas'd. This was a Generofity worthy of an 
Eaſtern Monarch, whom, as thy Letrer in- 
forms me, thou haft in Parr imitated. 

Bur fuch is ſome Men's Ambition, and vain 
Detire to be ra!k'd of, rhar they care not by 
wh:t barbarons Methods, they accompliſh 
their Aim : It was a Motive of this Nature, 
which rempred Eroſtratus, to ſer Fire ro the 
Famous Temple of Epheſiis ; which had been 
Two Hundred Years in Building, and was 
numbred among the Seven Wonders * of the 
World. 

This happen'd on the very Night, that A- 
lexander the Great was born. And the Vil- 
{ain being ask'd, Why he committed ſo de- 
| {ructive 
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deſtructive a Sacrilege; anſwer'd, That it was 
to acquire an Immortal Fame by ſo ſtupendous 
a Wickeaneſs, ſince he cou'd\ not hope to be Re- 
corded for hy Vertue. 

Plutarch mentions a Jeſt, that was made on 
this Deltruction of Diana's Temple. For it 
was common 1n every Bodies Mouth, That 
the Goddeſs being call'd that Night ro the 
Labonr of O/ympias, rhe Mother of Alexa: 
der, cou'd not be preſent ar Home to ſave 
her Houte from Burning. For the Gentiles 
believed, that Diana, (whom they alſo call'd 
Lucina) was Inviibly atiiſtant at the Birth 
of Children. 

However, the Prieſts made no Jeſt on't, ; 
but ran up and down howling and making 
Gaſhes in their Fleſh, preſaging that Fate 
was that Day bufied, in figning the Decree of 
Aſia's Ruin. . This is certain, Thar that very 
Night, the Man was born, who was deſtin'd 
to ſubdue all 4/a, and on the Ruins of 
the Perſian Empire, raiſe the Monarchy of 
the Macedonians. However, the Vil[azn who 
burnt the Temple, had not his Deſire. For it 
was Decreed thronghout all 4/ia, Thar his 
Name ſhou'd never be mention'd in Hiſtory, or 
any Publich Vritings. 

It is Recorded of a certain Governour of a 
City in Italy, That being on the Top of an 
high Tower with only the Pope, the - German 
Emperonur, and an Ambaſſador from Venice itt 
his Company, he was tempted to throw rhe 
Two former over the Battlements, as they 
were taking a Survey of the Ciry : Which he

might have eaſily done, for they were both 
Aged,and Incapable of reſiſting his Strength. 
This Paffage he confefs'd ro his Gho#ly Fa- 
ther : And being askK'd, What induc'd him to 
think of ſuch a Horrid Trea/on? He anſwer'd 
That it might be be ſaid, He did a Thing, which 
never —was done before, nor in all Probability 
wou'd ever be done again: Since no Prince 
having heard ſuch a Story wou'd ever venture 
himſelf into | the ſame Danger, without a ſuffi- 
cient Guard of his own. But however, he had 
mot Reſolution enough to go through with his 
Project.

For which, I 
equally rejoyce with thy ſelf. 

In the mean Tims, 'twill perhaps be obli- 
ging, to tell thee ſome News our of theſe 
Parts, Which will make thy Company wel- 
come to the Grandees, They Hove to con- 
verſe with ' Men, who can furniſh 'em with 
Inrell;gence of Foreign Afurrs. 

The ireſheſt Diſcourſe here 13, of rhe Im- 
prilonment- of the Cardinal de Retz, who 
was arreſted by the K7ng's Ord:r on the Nine- 
reenth of this Moon, Whar his Crime is, I 
cannot inform thee, unleſs it be, that he 1s 
an. Enemy to Cardinal M1zarini, Peoplc 
' generally give him the Character, of a very 
honeſt Man. Bur, thou know'lt , HoneFy 1s 
counted a Vice in the Courts of theſe Weſtern 
Princes.) The Crafty, are the only Men of 
Vertue, 
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Vertue and Merit among the Infidels. 

Thou may'ſt alſo report. for a Cerrainty, 
That the Spaniards have taken Dunkzrk in 
Flanders, and Cazal in the Dukedom of Man- 
tua.

for a Frdicial Aſtrologer. Nay, the Learnd ] 
themſelves, and ſuch as are eſfteem'd Great . 
Philoſophers, cannor agree in their Judgment t 
concerning it. Some aſſert, Thar the Matter t 
of the Heavens is ſubject to Corruption and 
Change, and that this Comet is generated aft- 
ter thar Manner: Whilſt others hold a Con- 
rrary Opinion. They are all divided, and 
diſpute hotly inas Unintel/igible Terms, as the 
Languages of America are to us of this Conti- 
nent, "They amuſe one another, and them- 
ſelves, 
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ſelves, with far-fetch'd Words : And all this 
while, for ought I know, the Wiſeſt among 
'em may be as much under a Miſtake, as thoſe 
who never ſtudy'd fuch Things.

{cen in the Air. "They = a Flaming Sword 
appcar'd lately ro riſe in the North, and rake 
its Courſe Scuth-Eaſtward : From whence 
People make various Progneſticks, as their 
Pafions or Intereſts inſpire 'em. Some are 
of Opinion, it preſages the ConqueF of Naples 
by this King's Arms. Others apply it to the 
New Common-wealth of England, and to the 
Victorious Sword of O/:ver ; who from Gene- 
ral of the Engliſh Army, is now in this very 
Moen exalted to the Height of Sovereign Pow- 
er, Governing the Nations of England, Scot- 
[ani and Ireland, under the Title of their Pro- 
tector. 

Here-are diyers of his Subjefs in this Ci- 
ty ; and other Eg/iſh, Scots, and Iriſh, who 
embrace the Intereſt of Charles; the Son of 
their late Murdcr'd K/»2, who has been fince 
Crown'd King of the Scots.  Fhey givea dif- 
ferent Character of Oliver ; yer all agree, 
that he is a H/iſe Stateſman, and a Great Ge- 
ueral. 

Fhe Scotch King's Party, ſpeak contempti- 
bly of Ol:ver's Birth and Education : Yet 
thou 
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thou know'ſt this hinders not, but he may be 
a Man of Courage and Vertue. They relate 
many odd Paſſages of his Touth, which ſeem 
to me ſo many Evidences of an extraordinary 
Genius, and that he is a Perſon. of a deep 
Reach. 

He ramper'd with ſeveral Religious Fations 
in England, counterfeiting an Exquiſite Pi- 
ety ; whereby he firſt rais'd himſelf a Name 
among the Fealots of that Nation, who look'd 
upon-him there, as a very Holy Perſon, and 
one mark'd out by Deſtiny for great Under- 
takings. 

He ſoon got a Conſiderable Command, in 
the Army of the Revolters : where he figna- 
liz'd himſelf by many brave Adtiors, which 
ſpoke him a Man of an Invincible Courage, 
and Admirable Conduct. So that at Length, 
none was thought more fit than he ro be Ge- 
neral, In fine, he acquitted him(lclf fo gal- 
lantly in that High Office, and has ſo wrought 
himſelf into the Aﬀettions of the People, thar 
they now look upon him as a Frophet, or Sa- 
wxonr; and the Divan or Parliamont of that 
Nation, have conferr'd on him the Sovereiz 
Atithority, 

Thoſe of the Enz/:/b which are Aﬀeted to 
his Interet,ſpeak great Things in his Praile : 
They call him another M/-s or Foſhux: They 
prefer him ro Hannibal, Scipio, and even to 
the Great Alex inder. Ir is difficult for them, 
ro ſpeak of him withour yperbole's. "Tis faid, 


the King of France will court his Friendſhip. 


Indeed, all the Neighbouring Countries, 


O 2 {land 
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ſtand in Awe of rhis ſucceſsful Hero. And the 
Hollanders, who are the only People rhar 
durlt engage in a Yar with the Engliſh Com- 
mon=wealth,-now ſeek for Peace, fince he is in- 
veſted with the Supream Authorzty. 

In the mean Time, rhe Poor Ex:il'd King 
of the Scots, takes Sanfuary in this Court, 
with his Mother the Late Qzeen of England, 
and his Brother, whom they call rhe Duke of 
Tork. The French King allows them all very 
Conſiderable. Penſions. And the Latter has 
ſome Command in the Army in Flandcrs. There 
is another Brother alſo ; bur, lirtle ralk'd of as 
yer, being the Youngeſt of the Three. 

They are Generoufly entertain'd here, it be- 
ing the peculiar Honour of this Court, to be a 
Hoſpitable Refuge ro Princes in Diſtreſs. Yet 
Obſerving Men ſay, The K7ng will in Time 
grow Weary of his Royal Gueſt : It being very 
Chargeable ro maintain rhem, end their 
Burdenfome Retinue. Beſides, he will have 
ſome Reaſon of State tro diſcard them, if he 
enters into a League with Oliver, the New 
Engliſh Sovereign, who is courted on all 
Hands. 

Eliachim the Few (of whom thou wilt 
hear in the Divan) is juſt come into my 
Chamber, and brings me Word, that there is 
en Expreſs newly arrivid, who informs. rhe 
Q144-» of a Defeat given to the Spaniards 
near a City call'd Rezes, which they had be- 
fieg'd in Catalonia, The French were going 
to the Relief of rhis Place, and the Spaniards 

et upon them in their' March, bur were 
bearen 
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beaten into their Trenches; from whence 
they fled by Night, leaving Three Hundred 
Spaniards on the Spot, almoſt Two Thouſand 
Priſoners, and all their Cannon and Baggage. 

This has pur the Court into a Jolly Hu- 
mour. Nothing bur reveHing and dancing, 
employs their -Time:The Young K?nsg taking 
great Delight in Balls, Maſques and fach Re- 
creations ; having left off Hunting, ever fince 
his Horſe ran away with him in the Tenth 
Moon of this Year, afrer he had ſhot -a Par- 
triage. Whereof I have ſpoken already in one 
of my Letrters. 

The Great God preſerve thee from Preci. 
pices, Poyſon, the Glances of a Witch, and 
from being Canoniz'd a Martyr in a String : 
And, for other Deaths, thou haſt Verrues 
cnough to encounter 'em bravely.

by the 7/et-Wind. In my Breaſt there ſprung 
| Q 4 up 
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up a Fountain of Joy, ſerene as Cryſtal,” and 
refreſhing as the Waters of Euphrates. 

I contemplate thee as a Cedar among the 
Trees of the Fore, or as the Durable Oak 
of the Deſart. May Heaven prolong thy Life, 
rill. the Sound of the Trumpet. 

The Commands with which rhou haſt ho- 
nour'd me, came in an Acceptable Hour. I 
have receiv'd them with a Complacency 
which I cannot expreſs. My Eyes were fo 
fix'd on the Lines of Great Puriry, - that I 
could not for a long Time take them off. Thou 
haſt hir the Mark of my Aﬀection, in em- 
ploying me to write whar the moſt Imp:rrial 
Hiſtorians ſay of Feſus, the Son of Mary, the 
Chriſtians Meſſias. 

Thar Holy Prephet, was Horour'd by his 
very Enemies. Foſephus a Learned Few, who 
tivd in his Time, and wrote the Hiſtory of 
that Nation, makes worthy Mention of 
him. 

So did many of the. Genti/?e Phileſophers, 
though they oppos'd his Dzſciples and Follow- 
ers, Porphyry, whom the Chri/t:zans commonly 
repute as. a)bittrer Enemy to their Profeſſion, 


rer calls Feſus, WWViſe, Bleſſed and Divine. . 


That Saze was cxaſperated againſt a certain 
Seat of Nazarenes in his Time, whom. they 
call'd Gneſticks, Theſe corrupted the Do- 
Arines of Plato, and the Theology of the An- 
cients; wantonly mixing Human Fables with 
Dzvine Truths. Againft' theſe , Porphyry 
fharpen'd his Pen, and not making a Dif- 
ference betrwcen them and other. Chriſtians, 
drew 
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drew upon himſelf rhe I1!l-will of them all. 
Yer he retain'd a Profound Atrach for thc 
Meſſias. 

Wouldft thou know the Circum{tances of 
this Holy Prophet's Birth ? They were Glori- 
ous, even in Obſcurity. For, though his Fa- 
ther and Mother were then upon the Road 
ro Feruſalem, Strangers at Bethlehem, and 
forc'd for want of Room in the Carvan/ſera, 
to lodge in a Stable wich an Ox and an Aſs, 
where the Meſſias was born, and laid in a 
Manger; Yer in this Contemprible Stare, there 
came ſome of the Mag? out of P-r/ia and 
Chald.ea, who brought Preſents to the Ho!y 
Tnfart ; And having laid art his Feer Gold, 
Myrrh and Incenſe,they proftrared themſelves 
on the Ground, and praited Ged, rhe Mo## 
Fligh King of All, in that he had honour'd 
them: with a Sight of the Meſſias. 

This was in the 43d Year of the Reiz2 of 
Auguſtus Ceſar, the Roman Emperour. At 
which Time, one Herod was Pre/ider:t of Fu: 
dca. "This Man being inform'd Thar certain 
Noble Strangers were come our of the Ez/# to 
Fernſalem, he ſent for them. and enquiring the 
Occafion of ſo tedious a Journey, they gave 
him'this' Anſwer. 

« Peace be to thee, O Sultan; There was 
** of Old Time, a Prophet of Great Fame i: 
* our Nation, who, among other Preditticns 
*© that have ſince come'to paſs, left alſc rhis in 
* Writing. 

* 'That in Paleſtine ſhould be born a Ch:/4 
* of Heavenly Race, who ſhould Rule over 
. 3 *© the 
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* the Greateſt Part of the World. And by 
*© this Sign, ye ſhall know the Time and 
* Place of his Birth: A ſtrange Star ſhall ap- 
* pear in the Firmament, which ſhall direct 
* you to the yery Houſe where you may find 
* him. When therefore Ye ſhall behold rhis 
&* Star, take Gold, Myrrh and Incenſe ; and 
« following the Conduct of the Star, goand 
* offer theſe Gifrs ro the Young Chzld ; then 
< return immediately ro your Own Country, 
<& leſt ſome Grizvous Calamity befal you. 

** Now this Star has appeared to Us, We 
* are come to perform what was commanded 
= Us. 

Herod ſaid to them, Te have done well. Go 
therefore and ſeek diligently for the Infant; and 
when Te have found him, come and tell me,that 
T may go and pay him Homage alſo. 

Bur they never retarn'd ro him again. 
Wherefore, Herod in his Anger and Jealouſy, 
commanded all the Inf;nts in Bethlehem to be 
ftrangl'd, that had not been Born above Four 
and Twenty Moons. Bur the Father and the 
Mother of the Hely Infims, fled away with him 
into the Land where ir never Rains, the ſame 
Nighr that the M1gz came, 

Whar I here relate to thee, Sage Bedredin, 
is taken out of approv'd Hiſtorians : For, 
many among the G-»ti/es, wrote of theſe 
Things beſides the Chriſtians. 

There was a Roman Philoſopher, much a- 
bour rhe ſame time; a Man in great Eſteem 
with C.e/ar, To whom he wrote a Lerrer, 
wherein he mentions the coming of the Mags 

after 
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afrer this manner. © Certain Oriental Per- 
* ſians, ſays he, have fer Foot within the Li- 
* mits of thy Empire, bringing Preſents fir 
* only for Kings, to a certain Child, newly 
* born in the Country of the Fews. But who 
* this Infant 1s, or whole Son, We are yer 
* Tgnorant. 

Thou ſeeſt, O Pious Dervich, that the 
M:ſſias appear'd with no ſmall Luitre, cyen 
in his Cradle. And in his Early Years, he en- 
rer'd into the Temple, and diſputcd with the 
Hebrew Rabbi 's, convincing them of an Uni- 
verſal -Defection fiym the Primitive Law of 
Myſes: declaring himſelf the M-ſias, and 
yet in Profound Humility acknowledging, 
Thar a Prophet ſhould come afrer him, who 
ſhould be preferred before him, the Dutt of 
whoſe Feet he was nor worthy to kiſs. 
This Paſſage th2 Chrij?zans have perverted to 
another Senſe ; but the True F1irhful, know 
it was ſpoken only of Mahomer, the SE A L 
of the PROPHETS. 

The Time would fail me, tro recount alt 
the Stupendous Actions of this Maw: Life : 
And in calling him MAN, TI imitate his 
own Example; Since throughout the Go/pel, 
he nevercall'd himſelf God, or the S-» of God, 
as the Chriſtians do, but mo't frequently 
gave himſelf rhe Title, of the So of Man. 
He rurn'd Water into Wine, fed Five Thou- 
ſand People with Five Cakes and Two ſmall 
Tenches : Heal'd all Difeafes, reitor'd S'ghrro 
them thar' were bora Blind, Rais'd the Dead, 


went Invifibly through Crowds af his Ene- 
mics, 
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mies, and Finally, was taken up into Para- 
diſc. 

If thou wouldſt know more of this Holy 
Prophet ; There are Hiſtorians who ſay, he 
was Initiated in the Myſteries of. che Eſjenes, 
a certain Set among the Fews. 

Thar Nation, ir ſeems, was then divided 
into Seven Claſſes. Among which, this of 
the Eſſenes was none of the leaſt conlide- 
rable, as being the moſt Religious Obſervers 
of the Law. Their Converſation was full of 
Humanity, both among themſelves, and ro- 
ward Strangers: Avoiding Pleaſures, as Ene- 
mies to the Mind, and eſteeming Chaſtiry the 
very Cement of all Vertues. Therefore they 
deſpisd Marriage, as an Entanglement to Men 
devored ro Contemplation. "They had alſo 
an Equal Contempt for Riches. No Man of 
this. See call'd any Thing his Own, though 
'twere his Lawful Inheritance : Bur their 
Poſſefſions were in Common, and Equally 
diſtributed, 

Ir was among their Myſteries, to Anoinr 
rheir Bodies frequently with Oyl, and as 
o'zen ro waſh 'cem with Runnins Wzter. 
They neither bought, nor ſold ; nor frequen- 
ted rhe Publick Places: But every one com- 
muniecated freely ſuch Things as he poſleſs'd, 
to him that food in Need. Thus there was 
a Reciprocal Exchange of Kindnefſes and Afi- 
ſkance, according to every ones Faculty and: 
Power. They were very Ajſiduous:in Watch- 
ing. Fatting and Prayer: Curious in obſerving. 
#he Variaus. Names of the Angz/s, which they, 
frequently 
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frequently repeated, Invocating thoſe Happy 
Beings, as the Miniſters of the King Eternal. 
And thoſe who were exercis'd in this Kind of 
Religious Life, arriv'd to ſo great a Conſtancy 
of Mind, that neither Racks, Fire, Sword, or 
any other Tortures could ever move 'em tro 
Renounce their Law, or ſpeak the leaſt Word 
in Contempr of their Inſt:tution. Nay, they 
would rather ſuffer Martyrdom, than be pre- 
vail'd on to raſte of any "Thing that had Life 
in it. For they were ſtrict Obſervers of the 
Law, which commands Perpetual Abſtinence 
from the Fleſh of Animals. 

It was an Eſtabliſh'd Article of their Faith, 
Thar as ſoon as the Union of Soul and Body 
was difloly'd by Death, the Former by a Na- 
tural Inclinartion aſcends to the Skies ; even as 
Sparks fly upward,when freed from the Gros 
Earthly Matter in which they lay Impriſon'd. 

I have hcre given thee a ſhort and trueCha- 
racter of the Eſſenes. Of which Se&, all 
Chriſtians own the Meſſias to be a Favcurer, 
if not a Member ; in regard he no where is 
Recorded to have upbraided them, as he of- 
ten did the Phariſees, Sadducees, Herodians and 
the Reſt. 

Time will not permit me to fay more at 
Preſent, concerning that Venerable» Prophet. 
Bur if thou would'it have a Perfect Idea of all 
his Vertues and Sanctiry of Life,turn rhy Eyes 
Inward, and fix cm on thy ſelf. For tifou 
art a Lively Tranſcript of the Holy Feſus.

Theſe Rel:igrowm Perſons, have lately ſpread 
about a Letter in Print, which they prerend 
comes from one of their Order in Armenia. 

This Diſpatch relates-a Strange Accident, 
that has happen'd at the Sepu/chre of our He- 
ly Prophet (upon whom reit the Favours of 
the Eternal.) For it affirms, that in the 
Eighth Mo of the laſt Year, the Shrine which 
contains the Body of the Heavenly Miſſioner, 
fell from the Roof of the Sacred Moſque (ro 
which, they ſay, ir adher'd by Vertue of. a 
Magnet, fairen'd in the Cantrel of the Arch ;) 
And that at the ſame Time, the Pave- 


ent of the Temple open'd, and {vallow'd.up 
that 
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that Venerable Ark, wherein were Repoſited 
the moſt Holy Reliques in the World. And 
that from the Cha/m,rhere iflu'd out a Flame, 
like that of Sulphur, accompany'd with ſuch 
a Smoak and Intolerable Stench, as caus'd all 
the P7/grims that were preſent ro ſwoon away. 
Whereupon, many of them are fince turn'd 
Chriſtians. 

This Forgery is believ'd here by thoſe, who 
never examine any Thing their Prieſts rel! 
'em, bur rake all on Truſt. The Common 
People bleſs themſelves, in thar they were 
born of Chriſtian Parents, and nor of the 
Diſciples of that Wicked Impoſtor : So they 
blaſpheme the Man, in whom the Promiſes of 
their Meſſias are verified, when he ſaid, He 
wou'd Intercede with God to ſend a Propher, 
who ſhou'd lead 'em into all Truth. 

They wou'd never beat the Pains or Coſt to 
examine, whether the Foundation of this Sto- 
ry be true or faH{e. All the Muſſulmans who 
have been at thatHoly of Holres, know, Thar the 
Body of our Divine Lawgiver repoſes in a 
Sepulchre, built after rhe ſame Manner as the 
Tombs of our Auguſt Emperours, and other 
Dormitories of the Great : Only with this 
Difference, That ir ſurpaſſes all the Monu- 
ments of the Werld, in the Invaluable Rich. 
nels of irs Ornaments, the Gifts of devour 
Muſſulman Princes. There appears always, 
ſuch an Inſupportabic Lufttre of Gold and Pre- 
cious Stones, in every Angle of that Myſteri- 
ous Receſs, as may well dazle the Eyes of 
Mortal Spectators ; ſince the Angels rhem- 

{clyes, 
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felves, are forc'd to be Veil'd within thoſe 
Mapeſtickh Walls. 

Hence it is not hard to ſuppoſe, Thar the 
Circular Refra#ions of ſuch a Glittering Orb 
of Fewels, might create the Reſemblance of 
a Tomb ſuſpended in the Air, or cleaving to 
the Roof of thar Glorious Edifice, deceiving 
the Eyes of ſome Ignorant, but Devout Muſ- 
ſulmans, from whom this Magnetich Fable 
firſt rook irs Origin. However ir be, no 
Man of Common Faith, or- but Ordinary 
Senſe will believe, That God, who has for 
ſo many Ages protected the Sepulchre of his 
Apoſtle and Favourite, verifying therein the 
Prophecy of Mahomet himſelf, who foretold, 
as did other Prophets before him, That the 
Place of his, Reſt ſhould be Glorious, and that 
the Greateft Monarchs of the Earth, - ſhou'd 
viſit it : I ſay no Man will believe, that God 
would at Length ſuffer fo vile a Diſgrace, ro 
- happen tothe Tomb of his Meſſenger, the Re- 
Fuge of Sinners, ; 

But the Nazarenes will believe any Thing, 
fave the Truth. - They are given up to a Sp:- 
rit of Deluſion and Error, Incapable of Light 
and Inſtruction. 

Thus T leave 'em till the Day of Alarm,and 
the Hour of Scrutiny: When the Angels of 
the Teſt, ſhall enter the Graves, and having 
made Experiment of every Man's Works and 
Faith, ſhall give the-Fu?t a Regiſter of their 
Pertues in their Right Hand, bur to the Wicked 
in their Left Hand,' a Black Record of their 
Sins,

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In the mean Time, IT proftrate my ſelf be- 
fore thee ; begging, That when thou turneſt 
thy Face to the Houſe of Ihrahim'\, and the 
Tomb of the Prophet, thou wilt ſend up One 
Ejaculation for Mahmut, that he may per- 
ſevere in ſhunning the Errors of the In- 
ficels,

'INCE what I wrote laſt in behalf of the 
\ * Brute Animals is ſo Acceptable trothee, I 
will comply with thy Requett, in continuing 
thar Diſcourſe. 

*Tis certain the Ancients had another Opini- 
on of the Beaſts, than theſe French Philoſo- 
phers, who deny 'em the Uſe of Reaſon. So- 
crates, us'd to ſwear by the Animal Genera- 
tions, and ſo did Rhadamanthus before him. 
The gyptians Form'd the Images of their 
Gods, .in the Similitude of Beaſts, or Birds, 
or Fiſhes. So the Grecians fix'd the Horns of 
a Ram on the Head of Fupiter's Statue, and 
thoſe of a Bull on the Image of Bacchus. They 
compounded the Image of Pan of a or” 

an 
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and a Goat, and painted the Muſes and Graces 
with ings : And the Poet Pindar makes all 
rhe Gods Winged, and diſguiſcs them in the 
Shapes of ſeveral Beaſts, when in his Hymns 
he introduces them chas'd by Tryphon. Thou 
knoweſt alſo, That our Hely Doors aftirm 
the Angel Gabriel to have Wings, with One 
of which he once gave a Mark to the Moon. 

When the Poets bring in Fupiter courting 
Paſiphae, he appears in the Form of a Bul. 
And in his cther Amours, if we may believe 
them, he chang'd. himſelf ſometimes into a 
Swan, then into an Eag/e. They report allo, 
Thar he was ſnckI'd by a Goat. 

For theſe and other Reaſons, the Ancients 
not only forbore to injure their Fe/llow-An;:- 
mals, but entertain'd them with fingular Af- 
fection and Friendſhip. A Dove was the 
Darling of Semirams. A Dog was the Toy 
of Cyrus. Philip, King of Macedon, made a 
Swan his Companion. And our Holy Law- 
giver, was often wont to ſport himſelf with 
a Cat. He lov'd this Creature, for its Clean- 
lineſs and Activity ; and therefore we Muſ- 
ſulmans, generally have a Cat in great Eteem 
and Venerat.ion. 

That Favourite of God, - underitood the 
Languages of Beaſts, and convers'd as fa- 
miliarly with them as with Men. So it 1s 
fam'd of Melampus and Tyre/ins of Old, as 
 alfo of Apollonius Tyanens, who affirm'd to 
his Friend fitting by him, that a Sparrow 
which he heard chirping to his Fellows, -told 
them of an 4/s which he had ſcen fall on 
wit 
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with his Load, a little Way off from that 
Place. Ir is alſo recorded of a Boy, who un- 
derſtood all rhe Vozces of Birds, and by that 
Means could foretel things ro come : © Thar 
his Mother, by pouring Urine into his Ears 
when he was aſleep, deprived him of this In- 
comparable Gitr, for Fear he ſhould be taken 
from her, and preſented ro the King. There 
is no Queſtion, bur ſeveral Nations have a cer- 
tain Knowledge of the Speech of ſome Animals. 
My Comuntrymen, by a peculiar Gift beſtow'd 
on our 'Fathers and their Poſterity for ever, 
underſtand rhe Language of Crows and Eagles. 
And the Ancients were ſo well vers'd in this 
Knowledge,that when they conyers'd with the 
Birds, or at leaſt when they heard them in 
their Language utter Preſages of what ſhou'd 
ſhortly happen on Earth, they perſwaded 
themſelves, that thoſe Birds were the Meſſen- 
gers of the” Gods. Therefore the Eagle was ſup- 
posd ro be the Meſſenger of Fup/ter, the 
Crow and Hawk of Apollo, the "Stork of Fun, 
the Ow/ of Minerva, and fo of others. 

Ir is evident, that our Common Hunt/men 
underſtand the different Vorces of their Dogs, 
when ar a Diſtance they ſignifie by Oxe Kind 
of Cry, that they are queſting after rhe Hare z 
by Arether, that they have found her; by a 
Third, that they have taken her, or that ſhe 
is rurn'd to the Ri2ht Hand or to the Left. So 
thoſe who look afrer Cattel, know by the 
Voice of the Bu/l, when he is Hungry, Thirſty 
or Weary, or when he is ſtung with Luſt. So 
by the Roaring of the Lyon, the Howling of 
Wolves, 
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Wolves, the Baaing of Sheep, Men are made 
{ſenſible of rhe various Wants, Inclinations 
and Paſſions of thoſe Creatures. | 

Nor : are theſe Animals Ignorant of our 
Language, bur by our Voice and Words they 
know when we are angry or pleas'd,when we 
call them to us, or drive them from us : And 
our Domeſiick Animals obey accordingly, 
with as much Promptnefs and Alacrity, as a 
Man or Maid-Servant. All which cou'd nor 
be, if they were not endu'd with Faculties 
conformable to ours. They allo reach their 
Young ones to fing Artificially. In a Litter 
of Dogs, Huntſmen chuſe the Beſt by this 
Experiment. They take all the Helps trom 
the Bitch, and carry them ro ſome Place a 
little diftant ; Then they obſerve, which ſhe 
firſt carries back again, and thoſe always prove 
the Beſt Dogs. What is this Diſtinguiſhing 
Faculty in the Bitch, bur Reaſon, or ſomething 
like ir ? 

We ſee apparently, that every Living Crea- 
ture knows its own Weakneſs or Strengrh, 
and knows how to uſe mot dextrouſly thoſe 
Weapons with which Nature has furniſh'd 
it for its Own Defence. They are alſo ſenfi- 
ble, what Places are moſt Convenient for 
them to dwell in, and which not. Thus the 
Weakeſt Creatures, as Dogs and Cats, live al- 
rogether in Houſes and Cities with Men : 
Whilſt the Lyons, Tygers and ſuch Fierce Ani- 
mals, dwell in the Deſere. Thus Sparrows 
and Swallows - make themſelves almoſt Do- 
meſtick, with Men, whilſt Eagles, Hawks, 
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Vultures and other Birds of Prey, build their 
Netts in Woods or Rocks, remote from Hyu- 
mane Society. Some Birds change their Ha- 
birations at certain Seaſons of the Year,as beſt 
ſuirs with their Convenience : Others always 
remain 1n the ſame Place. The ſame is ob- 
ſery'd in Fiſhes. And in all Living Creatures, 
it 1s eaſie to trace theFoorſteps of Prudence and 
Forecaſt, in order to their Own Preſervarticn. 
Ler Men call this what they pleaſe, Inſtin& 
or Nature, or Senſe ; it is evident, that there 
is an Exact Conformity and Reſemblance be- 
tween theſe Faculties in Brutes, and whar we 
call Reaſon, Wiſdom or Prudence in Men. And 
we have no more Ground to conclude them 
void of Rz:aſon, becauſe rhey do nor enjoy it 
in thar Perfection as our (elves; than we have 
ro conclude our ſelves blind or deaf, becauſe 
we ſee nor ſo clearly, and hear nor fo readi- 
ty as the Brutes : And, that we have no Legs, 
becauſe we run not ſo ſwiftly as ſome of them 
do. 

Doubtleſs, the Brutes are endu'd with a 
Faculty of Reaſon as well as we ; bur this Fa- 
cuity in them, 1s Weak and Imperfect for 
want of Diſcipline and Art, which poliſh all 
things. This is manifeſt, - from thoſe Crea- 
tures which are Taught ro dance, and play a 
Thouſand Tricks; tro tell Mony, to ſhoot 
off Guns, ro find our hidden Things, and 
bring them ſome Miles ro their Maſters, as 
well Educated Spaxiels will do. What can 
Dot greater Argument,of rhe Proficiency they 
mike in Reaſon and Kyow!ed2e 2 Are not E- 
lephanty 
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lephants taughrall the Arts of M/r,and plac'd 
in the very Front of the Batte/ 2 Do nor the 
Indian Princes repoſe as much Truſt in their 
Carriage and Conduct, as in the Service of 
their Stouteſt and Wiſeſt Commanders? This 
Creature 1s as tractable and prompt to learn 
any Thing when Young, as a Boy at School ; 
which cannot be done , without the Uſe of 
Reaſon. 

To conclude,T have omitted Five Hundred 
Arguments, which might be brought to prove 
the Brute Animals to have Souls as well as We, 
ro have Faculties and Afﬀetions conform to 
Ours. And therefore, ir is lirtle leſs Injuftice 
ro Kill and Ear them, becauſe they cannor 
ſpeak and converſe with us, than it would be 
for a Canibal to murder and devour thee or 
me, becauſe we underſtood nor his Language 
nor he ours. 

God who Locketh up the ?7/:nds during the 
Time the Halcyon hatcheth her 7oung,thereby 
ſhewing, that this Bzrd is his Favourite ; will 
afſuredly grant us a perperual Tranquility, if 
we abitain from injuring our Felow-Animals.

But Ex- 
perience tcaches us, That Misfortunes ſeldom 
ſet upon any Man ſingly; but aſſault him in 
Troops, whom Fate has mark'd out for 

HIM. 

Yer this Prince owes his Sufferings chiefly to 
his own Inconſtancy, whilit he has all along 
play'd faſt and looſe with the Kings of France 
and Spain ; taking up Arms by ſucceflive 
Turns for One, and at the ſame Time under- 
hand practiſing with the Other ; always Un- 
faithful ro Both ; and only driving on an In- 
deperdent Intereſt of his Own. 

This is his true Character. To which we 
may add, an Ungovernable Diſpoſition, and 
an Inſatiable Thirſt of Mony 3; which has 
prompted him, by all rhe Methods of Rapine 
and Violence, to heapup an Incredible Trea- 
{ure of Gold and Jewels. So that having pro- 
cur'd the Enmity of ſeveral Monarchs, the 
Jealouſie of his laſt M:ſter the King of Spain, 
the

I bluſh, Serene Aga, when I think I am fo 
barren of Vertues, that I have Nothing elle ro 
boaſt of, bur my Loyalty, Whilſt Thouſands 
of Illuſtrious Souls, Crown'd with a Circle of 
Merits, daily. aſcend tro Paradiſe : And tho' 
they made bur an Obſcure Figure on Earth, 
even as Contemprible as the Exil'd Arabian 
in his Hutch.at Pars ; yet now take their 
Seats, among the Hundred and Twenty Four 
Thouſand Prophets, Favourites of the Eter- 
nal .

[DY not ſaſpeCt me of Partiality, or thar I 

— am fond of making Proſelyzes, becauſe I 
rake fuch Pains to reſtore thee to Reaſon, and 
make thee ſenſible thou art a Man. I have no 
Defign or Self-Intereſt, in doing thee this Good 
Office: And 'tis remote from my Humour, ro 
buſy my ſelf in gaining Converres. Only 
the Love of Truth, fets my Pen at Work in 
this manner ; being everof the Mind, Thar 
a free Di{quiſition in Matrefs either of Re!:- 
210n or Philoſophy, is rhe only way ro ger quit 
of Errors. Perhaps my Caſe may be the 
. Tame as thine; and, for ought thou knowelt, 
IT ſeek nor more to undeceive thee, than to 
ſatisfie my ſelf, by thus frankly venting my 
Thoughts: Since Norhing is more commonly 
obſerv'd, than that whilſt a Man 1s teaching 
another, he improves himſelf. Our Memories 
are frail and treacherous ; and we Think ma- 
ny Excellent Things, which for Want of 
making a deep Impreſſion, we can never reco- 
ver afterwards. In vain we hunt for the ſtrag- 
ting Idea, and rummage all the Solitudes and 
Retirements of our So#/ for a loſt Thought, 
Which has left no Track or Footſteps behind 
is, The ſwift Of-/pring of the Mindis gone ; 
tis 
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'tis dead as ſoon as born ; nay, often proves 
Abortive, in the Moment it was Conceiy'd. 
The only Way therefore to retain our 
Thoughts, - is to faſten them in Words, and 
chain them in Writing. This is one Cauſe 
that I trouble thee with Letrers of this Na- 
rure, that whilſt I am inſtructing thee , 
I may eſtabliſh my own Reaſon, and confirm 
my ſelf in the Method I have taken, To. live 
according to my Natzre ; that is, by nor-ſuf- 
fering my Ratzonal Faculties to fall aſleep, 
whillt my Paſſions are Active and Vigorous 
in working my Ruin. For I reckon no 
greater Shame or Misforrune can befal a Man, 
than to be depriv'd of his Humanity, thar is, 
his Reaſon. 

Whar I have ſaid concerning the Peridiouſ- 
neſs of our Memories, may ſerve as a proper 
Introduction to the Objections I ſhall make 
againſt your Traditionary Laws. 

Tf one ask you, Mhy theſe Laws were not 
Fritten, as well as the other ; You anſwer, 
That God took Care in ths, left the Gentiles 
getting Copies of them, ſrould corrupt and per 
vert their Senſe, even as they have done the 
Written Laws. Burt how then came he to 
ſuffer any to be H/ritten ? Had he nor equal 
Care of one Part, as of the Other ? Or, could 
the Gentiles do more harm,by altering and cor- 
rupting the leſs Subſtantial Traditions, than 
the very Fundamental Statutes? For,that theſe 
Unwritten Laws contain'd only Circumftan- 
tials, your Doors themſelves confeſs. What 
Man of Common Senſe then, can fit down 
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contented with ſo trivial an Anſwer ? Or, 
will you ſay, That God rook more Care to 
preſerve theſe Traditzons Incorrupr from the 
Gentiles, than to retain.them in their Puriry 
among the Fews? For, that committing 
them ro Wriring, had been the ſureit Way 
ro retain them in their Or:27nal Purity, is e- 
vident by the Preſervation of the Mitten 
Law ; of which there was ſo great Care taken 
in Tranſcribing ir, that if bur a Letter or a 
 Poizt were added, diminiſh'd or miſplac'd, 
they took it for a Fatal Omen of ſome Cala- 
mity, and rhe Faulty Scribes were ſeverely 
puniſh'd; Nay, the whole Congregation , 
wcre bound ro expiare the Offence by Faſting, 
Prayers, and A/ms. Sorthat it wasin a Man- 
ner Impoſiible, thar with all this Circumſpe- 
Ction, the lea(t Corruprion or Alteration ſhou'd 
creep into the Y/7itren Law. 

] appeal now to thy own Reaſon, Whe- 
ther rhis was not a much ſecurer Way of pre- 
ſerving the Laws Uncorrupt, than by truſt- 
ing them to the iickle Memories of Men? 

Befides, I wou'd fain know, What became 
of theſe Traditions during the VariousCapri- 
vities of the Fews, and Depopulations of the 
Holy Land ? Wo rock Care to deliver theſe 
Traditions Ulnalter'd ro Poſterity, when they 
were without Prieſts, Prophets or Synagogues ? 
When they were diſpers'd over the Remote 
Provinces of Media, Perſia, Egypt and Ba- 
bylon ? In thoſe Days, your Fathers were 
Slaves to the Gentile Kings of Afia;There were 
then no Senzors fitting in Sanhedrim , who 
might 
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might take Care of theſe Things. Neither 
do I find, that E/dras the Scribe was any 
Ways concern'd fortheſc Tradi:ions, when he 
with his Brethren the Fews, rerurn'd from 
their Long Captivity in Perſia and Babylon. 
All his mo ftrenuous Endeavours, were 
employ'd in recovering the Loit Books of the 
Written Law, without {ſo much as regarding 
or mentioning the Other. From whence I 
gathcr, Thar cither theſe Traditions wore of 
no great Importance ; or. if they were, yer 
they were wholly, or for the moi Parr 
chang'd or loſt, many Hundreds of Years be- 
fore the Talmud w:3 ftrt compos'd ; which 
thou ſay'tt, is the Grand Repoſitory of theſe 
Szcred Inftruftions. And in ſaying fo, thon 
contradicte{t thy own Arguments : For, if 
theſe T:kditions were appointed ro be tran{- 
mitred wy Werd of Mouth from Father to 
Son toall Generations, as you ſuppoie , then 
what need was there of writing them in the 
Ta!mud,or any other Bock ? And 3 'Ct the V7;- 
tings of your Rabbi's are full of 1 them. Thus 
thou confounde®? thy ſelf,and runneit blind- 
fold round in. a Circle of Abſurdiries. 
Rowze up therefore thy Rea/cn, and ſuf- 
fernot thy {cl ro be hood-wink'd by the Fa- 
bles of your Rabbi's, thoſe Induſtrions M7#d- 
wives of Old Womens Tales. DoubtleG 
theſe Traditions, about which you make fuch 
a Buſtle, are no other than the M/imſics of 
your Cabbaliſts, who pretend to {pie more 
Myſteries in the Order of Twoor Three He- 
brew Letters or Points, than they are able ro 
ot unfold 
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unfold in whole Volumes. They crack their 
Brains, in Conjuring up. far-fetch'd Interpre- 
tations, from the particular Faſhion and Pla- 
cing of one ſingle Daſh of a Pen. They puzzle 
and amuſe their D:/c:ples,with teaching them 
more knotty and Romantick Divinity out of 
the Four and Twenty Letters, than ever Py- 
thagoras did with all his Myſt:ck Numbers. 
The Alphabet ro them, is the Oracle of The- 
ology. They have turn'd the Law into a per- 
fect R:ddle. 

Believe nor therefore, theſe Religious Moun- 
gebanks, theſe Holy Fugglers, who with their 
fanctify d Legerdemain, wou'd rurn you into 
Apes, that they may laugh in Secret at your 
Folly ; while they behold, how preciiely de- 
vout you are in; cringing, jumping, dancing, 
howling, braying, and all your other An- 
rick Poitures and Actions in the Synagogue ; 
in the Practice of which, you have be- 
flow'd ſo much Care, and are fo exact, rhat 
you quite neglect the Yerghty Points of the 
Law. 

I hope what T have ſaid,is ſufficient to con- 
vince? thee,that thoſe Tradztions;.which you are 
raught robelieve were deliver'd ro Moſes in 
the Mount of God, are n9 other, than the Im- 
Poſitions of your Blind Guides;who are ſtudi- 
ous of Nothing more, than to entangle you 
in a perpetual Labyrinth of Superſtition and 
Error. 

It will not be a greater Difficulty ro de- 
mon{trare, That the YP7itten Law it ſelf, 
though Divine in its Original, is not of Vni- 
| verſal 
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verſal Obligation to all People ; bur only cal- 
culated for your Particular Nation, and ſuch 
as were willing to enter into your Intereſts, 
among the Nations adjacent ro the Holy 
Land. 

And becauſe my Time haftens me, I will 
only fuggeſt one Argument for all, and 
leave it to thy Deliberation; Whether it was 
poſfible for all Mankind to repair once aYear 
ro Feru/alem, to ſacrifice in Solomon's Temple, 
as 1s requir'd in your Law? For, that it was 
not lawful ro ſacrifice any where elſe, is evi- 
dent, both from the Law it ſelf, which ex- 
preſsly forbids it ; and from the Examples of 
your Fathers in their ſeveral Captivittes ; and 
from your own Pra#ice at this Day, who 
have made no Sacrifice ſince. the Days of Tr- 
tus Veſpaſian, the Roman Emperour, who. laid 
waſte your Ciry, and burnt your Temple to 
Aſhes. | 
And this alſo may ſerve to convince thee, 
thar the Law of Mz/es was nor of Perpetual 
Obligation even to the Fews themſelves; fince 
'ris evident from Matrers of Fact, that for theſe 
Sixteen Hundred Years, you have nor been 
in a Capacity to keep ir : And doubtleſs, God 
wou'd never require any Thing of Men, 
which he foreſaw, they wou'd not be able to 
perform. | 

Ceaſe then to think ſo highly of thy Na- 
tion, as if none bur they were the Ele& of 
God,or Capable of his Favyours:Ceale to inſult 
over the Reſt of Mankind, and to curſe thy 
Brethren;the Sons of One Father, even Noah 

7.) P'4 rhe 
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the Fu Man, and Prophet of God. Behold 
the Sun and Moon, with all the Conſtellations 
in Heaven : Their Influences are equally di- 
ſpers'd to all of Human Race. Behold the 
Elements, they ſerve all the Sons of Adam a= 
like ; they are not Partial ro Mortals, nei- 
ther does any Fa#ion byaſs the Winds and 
Rain. Theſe happen all at their Appointed 
Time and Place. And the -Feur Seaſons of 
the Nar.rerurn with even Courſes to the In- 
habitants of the Four Quarters of the World. 
The Plants know no Difference berween the 
Cirenmcisd and the  Uncircumcisd ; but 
yield their Encreaſe with Equal Indifferency, 
ro the One and the Other : And the Brute A- 
nima's, equally acknowledge both for their 
7.9#ds. The Birds of the Air, are as ſoon 
caughr by a Heathen, Chriffian, or Mahome- 
tan Fowler, as by one that 1s a Few. And the 
Fiſ> ef the Sea when they ſwallow the Hook, 
or plung themſelves into the Net, regard nor 
the Difference of Re/i2ion in thoſe that carch 
them. All Things happen to every Man 
according to their Nature, and the Pleaſure 
of Deſtiny : Only Mm himſelf rranſgreſfes 
-— the Condition of kis Being. * But thoſe rhar 
obey the Internal Lawg:iver, ter them be of 
what Nation or Religion "ſoever, doubrleſs they 
live Happily, and die in Peace. 

However, leſt Men ſhou'd err for Want of 
Knowledge.a Light i is ſprung forth in the Eaft, 
even the Book of Glory, which confirms the 
VVritten Law, and inſtructs Men in the Truth. 
Doubtleſs, this Book was brought down. from 

Heaven. 
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Heaven. Ir carries 'its own Evidence, and 
a Teſtimony of its Divine Original, in the 
Majeſty of the Style : There is a Spirit and 
Energy in every Word, ſublimating the In- 
telle& of the devour Reader, and purifying his 
Aﬀections: Ir is written in Arabick, in a Di- 
ale \o pure and perfect, that the moſt Ac- 
curate Cr:iticks can find no Blemiſh from the 
Beginning ro the End.

The Succeſs it has had in the 7/or/a, (peaks 
it of Celeſtial Deſcent. The Greateſt Parr of 
Aſia and Africk, with many Kingdoms in 
Europe, have obcy'd the Alcoran tor above 
theſe Thouſand Years: Cou'd ſuch a Thing 
come ro paſs, without the Decree of Heaven?

man,and pronorn:'d Two or Three Syllables, 
incontinently the Szock'mov'd, ſtood upright, 
walk d,and taking the Camels by the Bridle, 
led them ro the Stables : Afrer which, this 
Wooden Man came in and prepar'd their P:/- 
law ; went of whatſoever Errands Pancrates 
fent him.

Which Cuſtom agrees nor with the Stomach 
of a Mabometau, who when he drinks either 
Water or Wine, loves to have them Pure 
without Mixture. Iuſe it moderately for my 
Health, and to create an Appetite, Bur this 
Evening, I drank a Glaſs of Wine, which is 
like ro make me abhorr ir for Ever. In al 


/Probabiliry, | I ſhall rurn as, ſtrict and pre- 


ciſe as an Hodgia. For, .in the-Midſt of my 


Draught, I had almoſt ſwallowed a great 


Spider, which lay drowned in the Wine. The 
little Bea#, had paſsd my Lips; bur I ſoon 
ctear'd my Mouth, of fo Ungrateful a Moz- 


fel. I wifh I could as eafily diſcharge my I- 


magination, of the hated 7dez's it has imbibed 
with this Fatal Potion. Nor thar T think I 
ate poitoned, or have received any Real Da- 
mage 
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mage from the Spider : The worſt Venom, lies 
in my own Phancy. It will be Impoflible 
for all, the Water in France, to waſh away 
the Prejudices I have Conceiv'd againſt this 
little Inſe#. TI have a perfect Antipathy a- 
gainft it. The Sight of a Spider, would al- 
ways make me {weat and tremble. Now, if 
ever I ſhould raſte the Wine again, I ſhould 
imagine every Mourhful I ſwallowed, had a 
Spider in it. My Reaſon tells me, there 
were no Danger; if I had one in my Stomach ;

And moſt 
of that Profeſſion maintain, Thar Spiders ſo 
drank, can do no, harm. | Yer my*- Antipathy 
overcomes my Reaſon in this Point. , And if 
Galen or Hippocrates-were alive, - they. would 
not be able with all their Learned Demcn- 
ſtratiens, to reconcile me to a Creature, for 
which I have an Invincible Averſion and Ab. 
horrence. I had rather encounter with a Lyon 
or a Tyger, in the Deſerts of Arabia, provi- 
ded I had but a Sward in my Hand, than to 
have a Sp:der crawling about me inthe. Dark. 
And therefore, I have often envied the Hap. 
pineſs of the Iri/--Men ; for, in thar 1/and, 
they ſay no Venomous Creature will live.

And I have read of a Pev- 
ple in the Southern Parts of Africa, who had 
no other Diet bur ſalred Locuſts, which they 
catch in the Spring : When certain Hinds, 
bring Innumerable ſwarms of them over the 
Land, ſo that all the Country ts covered. 
Theſe People are very Lean, Active and Black, 
They run ſwift as Stegs, and will climb 
Trees and jump from one Bough and Tree to 
another,as nimbly as Apes or Squirrils. 'Bur 
they are ſhort Liv'd, never exceeding Porty 
Years of Age.For, about that Time they feel 
a- Violent Itching all over their Bodies: Which 
rempting them ro. ſcratch themlelves, they 
never ceaſe till they make Holes in their 
Fleſh, where certain Winged In/ets breed ; 
which mulriply fo faſt, that in a little Time 
they devour the poor Wretches. This 
is thought to be the Refult of their Jl! 
Dier.

Whar I ſhall I doin this 

Cale ? I am tyrd with perperual Rambling ;

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and reſt I dare not, neither can I, ſuch is my 
Uneaſfineſs, even in the only Circumſtance 
which gives to other Men Repoſe. 

Thus I diſcourſe with my felf when I am 
alone, and conſider my Preſent Stare as a 
Mortal. . The Miſeries of this Life, are the 
Themes of my Firſt Contemplation: And 'ris 
but Reaſon it ſhould be ſo, becauſe we feel 
'em every Moment. They*touch our Senſe 
nearly, and affliict us with ſharp Pains. Yer 
they are bur like the-S:ing of a Y/2/p, Violent 
for a Time, bur laſt not long. 

This 'T hought carries me farther, and puts 
me upon an Endleſs Mediration , what will 
befal me afrer I'm Dead. When I have con- 
remplared all that I can,run overa Thouſand 
Paths of Phancy, and track'd all the Foot- 
ſteps of the 7/7/e, or of ſuch as were eſteem'd 
ſo ; ſtill T find my ſelf in a Deſert, more en- 
rangl'd than a Traveller tot in the Fore# of 
Hercynia, which extends from the moſt Nor- 
therly Part of Moſcovy, to ſome Provinces ig 
the German Empire, and is reputed Fiye 
Hundred Leagues in Length. 

In this bewilderd Condition, I meet with 
many Pretended Guides, One telling me thr 
is the Way, Another that. But becauſe they 
do not agree in their Adyice, I know not 
which to truſt : And am inclin'd to ſuſpect 
{ome for Cheats, and the Reſt for Fools, as 
much at a Loſs, if nor more than my ſelf. 

Permir me to diſcourſe with Freedom, my 
Dear Gnet, and let us unmask like Friends. 
Whar ſignifies all that the Imaum's and Mok 


labs 
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lahs can ſay of Paradiſe and Hel, fince none 
of 'em have been there ro make an Experi- 
ment 2 Why-ſhould we ſuffer our ſelves to be 
amusd' with Notions of Things, which, for 
oughtwe know, have no other Exiſtence, bur 
in the Harangues of the Preachers, and the 
Phanſies of the Credulous ? 

Think nor thatlIam going to perſwade thee 
ro the Hereſy of the Muſerin, who deny the 
Being of a God. 1 tell thee, T am no Atheiſt. 
From Every Thing I behold, my Thought 
ſoorflies up roa Firſt Carſe : And ' there ris 
daſh'd into a Thouſand Queries. This I lay 
as a Solid Foundation, A/l/ Things were not 
Always in the ſame State as they are Now. 
(My Experience demonſtrates ro the Con- 
trary.) Bur how much longer they have been 
otherwiſe, -than my own Remembrance, I 
cannor ' be affur'd,, but by the Confidence 
which I repoſe in People that are Older than 
my ſelf, and the Faith I give to Books. Both 
which agree in rhis, "Thar they are guilty of 
Contradictions without number. 

Thoſe that were born before me, and Liv'd 
in the Days of Sultan Mahomet III. tell me 
many Paſſages of - his Reign, quire different 
from the Relations of others, who alſo Liv'd 
in thoſe Times, and remark'd the Tranſa&ti- 
ons of rheir Age. 

A like Diſagreement I find among Authors, 
who have committed to Writing, the Hiſto- 
ries of Former Times, *Tis difficult to en- 
counter with Two Men of the ſame Opinion, 
even as to Marters of Fatt.Some take a Pride 

in 
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in diſguizing the Truth ; Whilſt others have 
not Skill ro take off the Mask. There are a 
Sort of Perſons inthe World, Men of Supine 
and Eafie Judgments, Credulous, and nor 
daring to call in Queſtion what has been 
tranſmitted ro them from the Authority of 
Such and Sucha Miter, They Superſtiriouſly 
revere as an Oracle, the Manuſcripts of a 
mortal Man like themlelyes, and Subject to as 
many Frailties and Miſtakes. And all this, 
only becauſe they have been taught to do fo 
from their Infancy : So forcible is the Influ- 
ence of Education, Thus the Hebrews be- 
lieve the Records of their Natzon to be of Di- 
vine Original, though they want not Verbal 
Contradictions, and abound with Logicaland 
Philoſophical Inconfiſtencies. Bur, that which 
is of Greateſt moment is, that neither they, 
nor any other Nation, no not even the 4/ſj- 
rian or Egyptian Records, come nearthe Im- 
menſe Chronologies of the Chineſe and Indians. 
So that amidſt ſuch a Variety of Accounts, a 
Man knows not where to fix his Belief. Bur, 
whether the World be only Five or Six Thou- 
ſand Years old, or of a more Indefinite Anri- 
quiry, . this is a ſure Maxim, That Something 
3s Eternal. Even the Fews and Chriſtians, 
who deny the Erernity of Matter, and afſ- 
ſert the Creation of the World our of N O- 
THING. in a Determin'd Period of Time, 
muſt of Neceffiry own, There was an Erer- 
nal,and Infinite Empryneſs or Vacuity, which ' 
is the ſame as Moſes calls by the Name of 
NOTHING, Which will found as harſh 
in 


F 
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in Philoſophy, as the Eternity of Matter does 
in their Divinity, Nay, if Imiſtake not, 'ris 
of a worſe Conſequence, even in the Do&rins 
of Religion, ro aſſert an Infinite Privation, or 
Want of Exiſtence, to be Coeternal with the 
Subſtantial God, who is Omnipotent, Living 
and Strong ; than to affirm Matter it ſelf ro 
be Coeternal with Him; Since This 1s an 
Aftual Subſtance, and may with Reaſon be 
ſuppos'd, as a Neceſſwy Emanation of his 
Power and Gvodneſs ; Whereas the Other, is a 
mere Naked Potentiality, a Non-Entity, asrthe 
Weſtern Philoſophers call it, and therefore can 
nor be conceived to flow from the Divine Na- 
ture, which is Eſſential Life and Being. Yer 
in theſe Nice and Remote Specularions, I am 
Timnrous, and dare nor be Poirive ; let I 
ſhould prophane the Honour of that Sove- 
reignly Good, who 1s the Breath of our Noſtri/s. 
To ſpeak the Truth, T am Wavering in all 
Things. bur this, Thar there is an Eternal 
Mind, Every-where Preſent, the Root and 
Baſis of All Things Vihble and Invifible, whom 
we 'call Alla, the Support of Infinite Ages, the 
Rock and Stay of the Univerſe. 

Ler thou and I, Dear Friend, perſevere in 
Adoring that Syperlative Eſſence. of Eſſences, 


with Internal and Profound Devotion. Let, 


our Thoughts be Pure, our Words Few, and 
thoſe full of Innocent and Grateful Flames. 
For affuredly. G:d delighrs not in the Bab- 
ling of rhe Tongue.
